Cheyenne, Wyo., July 24,—[Special. ]|—The 
. following dispatch was received by Gov. 
Richards from John M. Reynolds, Acting 
Secretary of the War Department at Wasb- 
ington, this evening: 
- The Secretary of War has ordered Brig.-Gen. 
Coppinger to proceed at once to the ecene of the 
trouble and to order such movements of the 
troops as may be necessary to prevent a conflict 
between the Indians and the settlers. 

Gen. Coppinger, who commands the De. 
partment of the Platte, later wired Gov. Rich- 
ards that four troops of cavalry have been or- 
dered to the front from the garrison at Fort 
Robinson. This force will have railway 
transportation to Casper, Wyo.,on the Fre- 
mont and Elkhorn railroad. From there they 
will have to march across the country to 
Jackson’s Hole, some 250 miles. so it will be 
at least a week before they can reach the 
geene of conflict. + 

The full orders telegraphed to Gen. Cop- 
pinger are for him to issue the necessary 
erders for the movement of such a force of 
troops as he shail deem requisite for carrying 
out the request of the Department of the In- 
wetior to prevent a conflict between the In- 

- . dians and the white settlers, and to return the 
indians to their proper reservations. Gen. 
Coppinger is instructed to proceed to the 
scene of the disturbance, and to personally 
direct the operations of the troops. He is 
also advised that if he should desire the use of 
troops from other departments, on account of

War Department the especial force desired.

MORE SERIOUS THAN FIRST REPORTED 


Private Letter from the Seat of War De- 
scribes the Trouble. 

Salt Lake, Utah, July 24.—[Special.]— 
Private dispatches received here indicate be- 
yond doubt the trouble in the Jackson’s Hole 
country is of a much more serious nature than 
has generally been believed. In addition to 
the number of whites and Indians already re- 
ported killed it is believed many more deaths 
have taken place. A private letter says: 

The government has too long turned a deaf ear 
to the entreaties and appeals of the ¢ettlers in 
Wyoming and Idaho. The only hope of the 
settlers is in the strong arm of the government 
and their only resort when they have been in- 
sulted or outraged by the Reds has been to run a 
bluff by saying if the Indians did not behave 
themselves the power of the great father at 
Washington would be invoked. Settlers have 
made these threats with the hope that they 
would some day be carried out, but the depart- 
ment has been so careless the Reds have 
begun to look upon all such statements as 
mire bluffs and to regard themselves as the 
special favorite of Grand Sachem Cleveland. As 
a consequence the Indians have made themselves 
obnoxious to such a degree that we have come to 
the conclusion we have either got to fight and 
subdue them orelse give up all we have, and 
which has cost us many weary years’ labor to 
produce. Women and children are being sent 
away to places of safety daily, while their 
brothers and husbands have been left behind to 
defend their little all. 


INDIANS SLAUGHTERING THE ELK. 


Kanchman from the Northwest Explains 
the Source of the Trouble. 

A ranchman who reached Chicago yes- 
terday from the Far Northwest said the 
present trouble with the Indians waswholly 
the fault of the government. 

“The cow elk,” he said, “now have young 
calves, and the death of the mothers mean 
the death of the offspring and certain ex- 
termination in a few years of all this noble 
game. The Indians, instead of being al- 
lowed to leave the reservation now, should 
have been held until October, when it is 
legal to shoot. It can make no possible dif- 
ference to the Indians or the government 
either what month they are allowed to fol- 
low the chase, and it would suit us better up 
there if the United States would endeavor 
to make the Reds respect the State game 
laws. Their mode of killing the game 
shows an utter disregard for anything but 
a chance to slaughter. The bucks station 
themselves along the edge of the timber and 
at the far side the squaws start a fire, which 
sweeps through the woods, burning millions 
of feet of valuable lumber. The elk are 
driven out by the flames and slaughtered. 

' “Jackson’s Hole and its vicinity is the per- 
nearly all the horse-thieves 
! steal 
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A majority of the Jackson’s Hole people are 
a hard lot and they don’t care a rap for the 
observance of the game laws. They are 
jealous of the Indians, however, because 
they want all the game themselves. This 
accounts for the sudden solicitude lest the 
statutes be broken.”’ 

The four troops of cavalry ordered from 
Fort Robinson to the scene of the Indian 
troubles in Wyoming are part of the Ninth 
Cavalry, a command in which all the en- 
listed ‘men are colored. The Indians call 
the negro troopers ‘“‘Buffalos.’’ This colored 
regiment is famous. It has been known for 
a long time as the ‘“‘Flying Ninth.”’ It made 
a noted ride of seventy-six miles during the 
Pine Ridge Indian troubles of 1890-’91, going 
out from the agency, after having ridden 
fifty miles from beyond the White River, on 
the report that the Seventh Cavalry was sur- 
rounded at the Catholic Mission, thirteen 
miles north of Pine Ridge. The Ninth ren- 
dered good service, although the Seventh 
Cavalry always insisted it needed no as- 
sistance on the occasion. 

Lieut.-Gen. Schofield, at present staying 
at the Auditorium Annex, was told of the 
action of Secretary Lamont in ordering out 
the United States troops to force the Indians 
to return to their reservations. Gen. Scho- 
field said he wasn’t conversant with the lat- 
est details in the matter, but thought the 
troubles threatened in that section could 
be easily averted by a military showing. 
The nearest troops were stationed at Fort 
Douglas, Utah, and could be gotten to the 
scene in a few hours. He thought it merely 
a local disturbance, and did not believe 
other sections would be affected.

This telegram shows that the party are re- 
turning by the route over which they entered 
the park and that they do not think there is 
any danger to be apprehended from the In- 
dians. 


BRINGS A TWO MILLION DOLLAR SUIT. 


Unsettled Claim of the War of 1812 for 
Supplies Furnished. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 24.—([Special.]—The 
Rev. B. F, Brown, an aged minister, residing 
at New Geneva, Fayette County, today re- 
tained counsel and began work on a claim of 
$2,000,000 against the government. Mr. 
Brown is a son of Joshua Brown, who died in 
1819. During the war of 1812 Joshua 
Brown, who was a rich planter, furnished 
Gen. Harrison with four cargoes of provisions 
for the American army. Brown asserted he 
never was paid for the supplies, and his heirs 
hold a receipt from the quartermaster who re- 
ceived the goods. Brown was unable to get 
any money from the government, and at the 
time of his death was considerably reduced 
in circumstances. In his will he inserted a 
clause to the effect that the money should be 
paid to such of his children as should be 
living when the government came to settle 
the claim. Brown expects to recover under 
a recent act of The claim is for 
principal interest.

FIRES ON OUR VESSEL 


SPANISH MAN-OF-WAR SHOOTS AT 
AN AMERIOAN SOHOONER. 


Encounter Occurs in Cuban Waters Off 
Cape Antonio—Boat Is Made to Heave 
To and Give an Account of Itself and 
Then Allowed to Proceed=—Stars and 
Stripes Hoisted and the Answer Is the 
Second ShoteAccounts of Battles in 
Cuba—Foreign Ne ws. 


Breakwater, Del., July 24.—Capt. Quick of 
the American schooner Carrie E. Lane upon 
his arrival here tonight had a tale to tell 
about a thrilling encounter in Cuban waters 
with a Spanish gunboat. Two shots were 
fire at the Lane by the man-of-war, and one 
of the schooner’s crew narrowly escaped 
being kilied by one of them. The vessel was 
made to heave to and give an account of it- 
self before being allowed to proceed. The 
schooner was off Cape Antonio and making 
good time before a stiff breeze. July 14 it 
sighted a steamer flying the Spanish flag 
following it. While making up his mind 
what course to pursue Capt. Quick saw a 
puff of smoke curling up over the steamet’s 
port bow and a round shot whistled uncom- 


schooner to rouse the suspicions of the man- 
of-war, and it was accordingly overhauled. 
“There was no harm done, anyway,” con- 
cluded the Minister, “In ascertaining the 
port the vessel hailed from.”’ 

Havana, July 24.—({Copyright New York 
World Special Cabl @ Spanish gunboat 
Conde de Venadito entered the harbor with 
the aftermast missing. It is rumored it 
fired two shots at an American steam yacht 
off the coast, which the latter returned and 
then steamed away, being much the faster of 
the two boats. The Conde was the boat 
which fired on the Colt Line New York 
steamer Allianca twomenthsago. Spain ex- 
pressed officially its regrets at this outrage.

Emporia, Kas., July 24.—(Special.]—Argu- 
ing that the strict enforcement of a good 
law would do no harm, and that the same 
procedure with a bad law would soon kill it, 
Mayor Cagney, after due notice in the daily 
papers, ordered the police to enforce the ob- 
noxious local bicycle ordinance. 

The result was just what the wheelmen 
had predicted. One clause, demanding the 
bell be rung at every point where streets 
and alleys crossed, seemed to be forgotten 
by every person on a wheel. At the street 
crossings, whether a pedestrian were within 
a mile of it or not, the bell must be rung. 

The police did their duty. They made no 
distinction as to sex, race, color, social po- 
sition, or wealth. The consequence was that 
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] fortably close to the schooner’s m [ancal 
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Capt. Quick gave the order to haul in sail 
and bring the vessel to. While this was 
being done one of the crew ran out on the 
bowsprit. As he stood there thé gun on the 
Spanish warship boomed again, and another 
shot sped on its’ way toward the American 
craft, this time coming so close to it that the 
sail man on the bowsprit swears he dis- 
tinctly felt the wind caused by its rapid 
flight. The Lane soon came to a dead stop, 
and the gunboat drew up under its quarter, 
A boat was lowered and four Spanish ma- 
rines, under the command of a Lieutenant 
in the Spanish navy, came aboard. They 
were fully armed and the leader civilly lifted 
his hat and demanded to know from what 
port the Lane had sailed and whither it was 
bound. Capt. Quick gave the required in- 
formation and no further search was made 
and the vessel was permitted to continue on 
its course without further molestation. 

Capt. Quick says he could not get the name 
of the gunboat. He adds that after the first 
shot was fired at the Lane he caused, the 
Stars and Stripes to be hoisted at the peay, 
but the only response the Spaniard made 
was a second shot. The gunboat did not 
hoist its colors until after the first shot was 
fired. 

Capt. Quick reached here tonight and 
wired his agents in Philadelphia, and will 
await advices from them. 

Washington, D. C., July 24.—The govern- 
ment officials have received no information 
in regard to the firing on the schooner Carrie 
E. Lane by a Spanish war vessel off Port 
Antonia The general opinion of naval offi- 
cers who read the report of the affair as 
described by Capt. Quick is that the Spaniard 
did not exceed his authority in overhauling 
the schooner, if the latter was in the terri- 
tory of Cuba. The Spanish Government, it 
is held, is menaced by the danger of the 
landing of filibustering expeditions on the 
Cuban coast, ‘and, in exerting itself to pre- 
vent such landing, has a right to overhaul 
and learn the character of any vessel within 
the three-mile limit that might be suspected 
of having on board those entertaining de- 
signs against the government or a cargo 
intended for the insurgents. Capt. Quick’s 
story shows he paid no attention to the man 
of war for an hour or more. This, it is said, 
probably caused the Captain of the latter to 
believe that the schooner was engaged in 
filibustering methods and prompted him to 
take decisive action in preventing its escape. 
One naval officer with whom a répresentative 

reporter talked tonight was emphatic in 
his declaration that the Captain of the man- 
of-war was perfectly justified in what he 
had done, assuming, of course, that the 
schooner was within the territorial limits 
of Cuba. it was the business of the Spanish 
Government to intercept any vessels that 
might be used by the insurgents. The right 
of a cruiser of one nation to know the na- 
tional character of any strange ship it may 
meet at sea is sustained by writers on inter- 
national law. It is held that the party mak- 
ing the inquiry makes himself fully known 
in a way before he can lawfully demand 
such knowledge from the other vessel. If 
this be refused it is held the inquiring vessel 
may fire a blank shot, and in case of further 
delay a shotted gun may be fired across the 
bows of the delinquent by way of positive 
summons. Any measure beyond the sum- 
moning shot which the commander of an 
armed ship may take for the purpose of 
ascertaining the nationality of another ves- 
sel must be at his peril. 
. If any report of the affair be made to the 
State Department some steps will likely be 
taken by this government should the cir- 
cumstances seem to warrant it. If the 
statement of Capt. Quick that a solid shot 
was first fired directly at his vessel is sus- 
tained it may make his case a more serious 
one. 

Swampscott, Mass., July 24.—The Spanish 
Minister, Sefior Du Puy de Lome, when 
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at Verguita I was nforriec hat 2 eae Was {n the 
neighborhood of Bayamo at the head of large 
forces of insurgents. I had Only 1,500 men with 
me, but I did not think it honorable to retreat, and 
I also thought that the numbers of the enemy Were 
exaggerated, and consequently proceeded on my 
march and eventually met the enemy near Perall- 
jos, about three leagues south of Bayamo. My 
column was commanded by the unfortunate Gen. 
Santocildes. When the latter was killed in ac- 
tion I took command. The battle was a hard- 
fought one. The field was most unfavorable for 
the operations of our troops. The enemy num- 
bered three times more than we did, was well sup- 
plied with ammunition, and fought skillfully. We 
were surrounded by fire on four sides and there 
were two moments of danger. The firing lasted 
five hours and it was followed by another hour of 
fighting, in which our rear guard was engaged. 

‘* Our losses in killed are the gallant Gen. Santo- 
cildes, his Adjutant, José Sotomayor, Capt. Cribio 
Tomas, and twenty-five soldiers, and our wounded 
were Col. José Vaquero, Capt..Luis Robles, First 
Lieutenant Francisco Sanchez Ortega, Capt. Tra- 
vesi, and ninety-four soldiers. I cannot ascertain 
the losses of the enemy, but it is said that they are 
over 500.

RUIN AND DESOLATION IN CUBA. 


Families of Means Kapidly Leaving the Isl- 
and—Misery Everywhere. 

Havana, Cuba, July 20.—{Copyright, Cor- 
respondence New York World.]|—A cannon- 
shot fired by either the Cabana or Moro 
Fortress last night greatly alarmed this city, 
but as no other shot followed the excitement 
which bordered on a panic gradually subsid- 
ed. No reason for the firing has been given. 

There are rumors of a great battle in 
Puerto Principe, in which Gen. Lope Recio 
defeated the government troops. 

The insurgents_in Puerto Principe capt- 
ured and confiscated nearly 1,000 horses 
that had been bought by the government for 
cavalry. 

Gen. Gomez has had one of his officers shot 
for accepting a bribe and allowing some cat- 
tle to enter Puerto Principe. 

Many families of means are emigrating to 
the States, Mexico, or other places. Ruin 
and misery are to be seen everywhere. 
Furniture is advertised for sale for little 
more than nothing. All over the provinces 
where the insurgents are thickest the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires and railroad 
bridges have been destroyed. The barbed 
wire used for fences has been cut to be used 
as cartridges. 

More details of the great Spanish defeat 
near Veguitas and Caunao were received 
here privately today. It was something 
more than a mere trip of curiosity that 
Gen. Campos started on from Manzanillo. 
Gen. Santocildes wore a white rubber over- 
coat, and being at the head of the staff offi- 
cers was mistaken for Gen. Campos. He 
was one of the first to fall. The telegram 
sent to Madrid by the government giving 
an account of the battle read: “Santocildes 
shot; Campos saved miraculously.” The 
Spanish troops were routed and dispersed in 
all directions. It is not yet known whether 
they have taken refuge in Bayamo or not. 
The evening local newspapers of three days 
ago announced the safe arrival of Gen. 
Campos in Bayamo. The news came like a 
thunderclap, depressing the sympathizers 
of the revolution, but making the Spaniards 
jubilant. Nearly all of Gen. Campos’ staff 
officers, including his eldest son, are re- 
ported killed. 

About two weeks ago a convoy with a 
large quantity of provisions was sent from 
Manzanillo to Bayamo. It was discovered 
that all the provisions were poisoned and 
they had to be destroyed. Then the cartmen

Holmes called me and told me to help Pitzel 
carry the trunk to his (Holmes’) office, This 
was on the third floor and we had to rest 
several times before reaching the top. I 
didn't go into the office, The trunk was a 
big square-cornered, canvas-covered one 
and was almost as heavy as though loaded 
with hardware. No, there was no smell or 
suspicious odor that I noticed, 

‘After this Holmes gained my confidence 
by continually saying that he would never 
beat anybody's bread and butter, meaning 
that he wouldn't take advantage of any- 
body who couldn't stand it. I didn't get 
my wages, however, and that's how I got 
into the insurance de { heard he was 
buying goods on bad Credit, but thought 
I'd get my money all right.’

Friends in St. Paul. 

New York, July 24.~[Special.]—News was 
received here today from Newport of the en- 
Sagement of Migs Pauline Whitney, daugh- 
ter of ex-Becretary Whitney, to Mr. Almeritc 
H. Paget, who is a member of the famous 
English family and a brother of Col. Arthur 
Paget. Mr. Paget is at present in St. Paul 
as manager of the London and Northwest 
Mortgage company, He is 30 years of age 
and Miss Whitney is 20. Col, G. B, M, Har- 
vey, who is Mr. Whitney’s personal repre- 
sentative during the latter’s absence from 
town, when seen at his office in No. 82 Lib- 
erty street, confirmed the report, He said 
the announcement was premature, as it had 
been intended to keep the engagement pri- 
vate for several weeks yet. Miss Whitney 
and Mr. Paget have been acquainted for 
several years. Last fall Mr. Paget happened 
to cross the ocean on the same steamer with 
Mr. Whitney and his daughter, and subse- 
quently became a member of their party on 
a trip up the Nile. They became engaged 
before returning to this country. 

Miss Pauline Whitney is the elder daugh- 
ter of William C. Whitney. She isa favorite 
with all who know her, but has net figured 
prominently in social life because of her 
mother’s death in February, 1803. 

Almeric Hugh Paget is a younger son of 
the famous English family whose name he 
bears. He came to this country to seek his 
fortune when 16 years old. During the first 
years of his life in this country he worked 
on a ranch in the Far West, but he soon re- 
moved to St. Paul and struck out for himself 
in the real estate business. He had no finan- 
cial backing worth mentioning in this vent- 
ure, but he had absorbed the spirit of the 
West and his energy enabled him to amass 
an independent fortune.

Its founder was knighted by King Henry 
VIIL, and received the title of Lord Paget 
and the Order of the Garter for his valuable 
services rendered as Secretary of State. In 
every reign since that time the Paget name 
has figured prominently in history. Lord 
Alfred Paget, Almeric Paget's father, wasa 
General in the army and chief equerry to the 
Queen. He was the father of fourteen 
children. The eldest now, Col. Arthur Paget 
of the Scots Guards, married the daughter 
of the late Mrs, Paran Stevens.

The family es- 
tates comprise 60,000 acres, the two country 
seats of Beaudesert and Plas-Newydd, and 
the titles ef Marquis of Anglesey, Earl of 
Exbridge, and Baron Paget.

MICHIGAN’S IMMENSE PEACH CROP. 


Not Too Big, However, for Transportation 
by Lake and Rail. 

Vessel owners and marine men connected 
with the lake traffic are inclined to laugh at 
the telegram from Saugatuck, Mich.. which 
said the shipment of peaches from that point 
for the rest of the week are likely to exceed 
the capacity of the boats in the carrier serv- 
ice. They adrrit Saugatuck hada good many 
peaches to be able to send 23,000 baskets at 
one shipment, but they say they areabletotake 
care of .the present Michigan crop. This is 
true if the estimates of half a crop for Michi- 
gan, as made by crop experts and persone in- 
terested in freight traffic, are true. 

When Grant S. Whitsiar, Chicago agent of 
the Graham & Morton line, was asked if the 
peach crop was going torot from lack of 
transportation facilities, he denied the report. 
He said: * We alune can take care of all 
the shipments that the fruit growers care to 
make, and the Saugatuck shippers neea have 
no fear on that score. We havea boat en- 
gaged in the coast tradé running daily from 
Saugatuck to St. Joseph and touching at ail 
the intermediate points. In addition the 
West Michigan railroad has installed a daiy 
fruit train through that country, and the ship- 
ments are landed in this city the next mora- 


uring the last week Georgia has sent enor- 
mous quantities of peaches to Chicago. Some 
of the varieties equal anything ever seen here, 
and still relatively low prices have beén ob- 
tained for them. Yesterday the commission 
merchant on South Water street who got 
from $1.25 to $1.40 for crates containing 
six baskets of the finest Georgia peaches 
thought he was doing well for the shipper. 
The retail grocer can makea fair profit at 
selling these Geargia peaches at 265 
and 30 cents a basket, and can _re- 
tail a good, sound quality at 20 cents. 
Good fruit has been selling as low as $1 a 
case of six baskets. At present the Michigan 
peaches are coming actively into competition 
with the Georgia variety. Arrivals from 
Michigan yesterday were nearly 40,000 
baskets, and they sold at wholesale as low as 
10 cents to 15 cents for fair quality. This is 
discouraging to the Georgia growers, and 
there is danger that they will stop shipping to 
this market. 

The Georgians are anxious to make Chicago 
their distributing point for the West and 
Northwest. Within a radius of 400 miles of 
Chicago from 50 to 75 cars of all varieties 
of Georgia fruits can be consumed in a day. 

Durimg the last two months representatives 
of the Georgia growers and rail- 
ways have been in Chicago trying 
to make some arrangements for handling the 
fruit here that wouid be more satisfactory 
than the commission merchant system. They 
have talked of establishing a Fruit Exchange 
in view of the small returns they have re- 
ceived. The outcome of investigations has 
been the conclusion that it was not so much 
the fault of the commission merchants as the 
high freight rates from Georgia. Now they 
have turned their attention to hammering 
down freight rates. They can guarantee the 
railways four times the amount of fruit they 
are now carrying if a reduction in rates is

Washington, D, C., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Senator Blackburn has returned to Washing- 
ton fora few days’ respite from campaign 
labors in Kentucky, but as one of his friends 
said this afternoon, ** He is not lunching now- 
adays with Secretary Carlisle.” 

On the contrary, the Kentucky Senator is 
decidedly hot under the collar regarding the 
action of the Secretary of the Treasury in not 
coming out openly and fighting for the Sen- 
atorship. According to Blackburn and his 
followers Carlisle has caused the word to be 
passed along the line that only in case ofa 
deadlock between Blackburn and McCreary 
must the name of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be brought into the fight. 

‘Itdoes not do Kentuckians any good to 
hear the news Blackburn brings to Washing- 
ton, which is to the effect that the State ticket 
is pretty sure to be Republican, but the Leg- 
islature may be saved to the Demogeracy. In 
such an event it is claimed that Joe will 
succeed himself as Senator from Kentucky. 
His friends claim that he is the choice of all 
the members chosen thus far and Congress- 
man McCreary is simply not in the hunt, 
Whatever chances he had were swept away by 
his vacillating policy on the money question,

Among conservative Democrats, however, 
the impression is prevalent that Blackburn’s 
goose is cooked in the blue grass region, and 
that not only a Republican State ticket but a 
Legislature composed of members of that 
party is likely to be the result.

Washington, D. C., July 24.—Bad news has 
been received at the State Department from 
a colony of American negroes in Merxiso, 
settled on a tract of land near Tiahualilo, A 
telegram received at the department this 
morning from Consul Sparks at Piedras Ne- 
gras says the negroes are’in a dop:orab.e cuon- 
dition. He says the negroes are scattered for 
miles along the.railroad without friends, 
funds, or food, living on mesquit beans 


and: branch water. He can do _  noth- 
ing towards thei relief, and he fears 
trouble, because they are starving. 
A telegram from Torrean, Mexico, dated 


July 23 reports 153 of the negroes from the 
colony there in a destitute condition, wit 
fifteen cases of contagious diseases among 
them. The Mexican police prevented them 
from entering the town.. The Consul! at Pie- 
dras Negras has been instructed to render any 
assistance which he can properly extend and 
to report any serious developments. The De- 
partment of State has no funds which can be 
applied to 1naintaining destitute Americans 
other thah seamen in foreign countries or to 
provide for theif transportation home, and 
has been abliged to so inform the Consul and 
all those persons whoa have made inguiries 
coucerning these colonists.

years, with their numerou: aliases, and partic- 
ularly their checkered career from the morn- 
ing of the bank robbery, May 4, to the time 
of their capture at Taylorville, the tools found 
in their possession, together with their identi- 
tication by parties in Orion and otner parties 
in tis and adjoinmg counties. 

The defendants’ statement to the jury was 
made by N. P. Andersoa of Galva. The ac- 
cused are represented by the following array 
of legai talent: John P, Hand of Cambridge, 


C. K. Ladd of Kewafee, N. P. Anderson and 
John Root of Galva, and Turner and Streed 
ot Cambridge. Numerous witnesses are here 
from various counties and States.

Ten years 
ago he was sentenced to twenty-five years in 
Joliet under the name of James O’Brien for the 
notorious Wheaton robbery, when an old couple 
were tortured and burned to compel them to dis- 
close the hiding place of a sum of money secreted 
in the house. He would have served out the sen- 
tence had he not become a protégé of Gov. Alt- 
geld, who pardoned him last spring. A short 
time later he organized another gang of safe- 
blowers, and the Orion job was done. 

His accomplices are aiso said to be men with 
bad records. Lawrence has been known as “ Dell 
Fiygh."’ Monroe proves to be William Sweeny, 
who is well known in Peoria, 

Among Sallivan’s aliases are: “L. J. Sheri- 
dan,” ** W. G. Ogden,” “ James O'Brien,”” and a 
dozen others. His true name, however, is Law- 
rence Sullivan. He was once a mémber of the

ELECTION JUDGES AND OLERKS OON- 
PESS THEIR ERRORS. 


They Stand Together:and Say All Are 
Equally to Blame, but Deny Any In- 
tention of Wrong Doing=—Gross Dis- 
crepancies in the Count Which They 
Are Unable to ExplaineHolger and 
Storms Assert Lieut. Bassett Knew All 
That Happened at West Pullman. 


The judges and clerks of election for the 
Twenty-third Precinct of the Sixth Ward and 
the Tweltth Precinct of the Seventh Ward 
were before the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners yesterday, trying to explain the great 
discrepancies in their count of the votes on 
Congressional candidates in those precincts 
as compared with the recount by experts in 
the Belknap-McGann contest. But they 
could not give an explanation at all satisfac- 
tory to the board, 

In the Twenty-third Precinct of the Sixth 
Ward, where Phillip Deegan, George E. Emery, 
and John McMahon were the judges, Patrick 
Ryan and J. C. Murphy the clerks, 267 votes 
were cast. Yet, according to their returns, 
the three candidates for Congress received an 
aggregate of 271, an excess of four over the 


total number cast. Of. these McGann 
was credited with 163, Belknap 72, 
and Clark 36. In the recount 


McGann lost 19, thus reducing his vote to 
144. and Belknap lost’ 11, bringing him down 
to61,. There were eighteen blanks, that is, 
split ballots, on which no Congressional can- 
didate had been designated as having beer 
voted for,so there was a clear mistake against 
the judges and clerks of something like thirty 
votes, 

In the Twelfth: Precinct of the Seventh 
Ward J. Behrend, R. Doyie,,and M. J. Som- 
€re were the judges; Henry Wunnecke and 
Mike Sheehan the clerks. ‘The total vote 
there as shown by their poll books was 235. 
They gave McGann 158, Belknap 147, and 
Clark 36. The recount reduced McGann 34, 
to 124, and increased Belknap 6, to 153, 
while the blanks footed up 24. Such gross 
errors bore the ear marks, so the Commis- 
sioners thought, of purposely comunitted 
frauds, 


Willing to Bear the Blame. 

The judges and clerks were given every 
chance possible to make clear the mistakes, 
but they gave it up and each one expressed 
his willingness to bear his full share of the 
blame. They positively denied all charges of 
corruption or any intention of doimg wrong. 
Mr. Behrend said he had been judge of elec. 
tion at the Twelfth Precinct of the Seventh 
Ward four years and at first declared the 
count Nov. 6 had teen conducted with such 
carefulness nv mistakes could have been made, 
But when shown the result of the recount 
he had to admit it and acknowledge 
the judges and clerks must have got so mixed 
up in their work they could not teil whether 
the result was right or wrong. His associates 
all joined him in this admission. They were 
permitted to retire and if possible agree 
among themselves, but upon returning said 
they were ail guilty. 

The sarre wastrue of the other precinct. 
Mr. Emery did his best to exonerate the 
judges and clerks, but they went away con- 
vinced their work had been badly done. 

The Commissioners took both cases under 
advisement and will meet again this after- 
noon to render their decision, They said 
there was no evidence of fraud. 


Thinks They Are Honest. 


President Baird said: 


I think they are ail honest, but they got con- 
fused in thé count and while they believed their 
returns correct the recount showed them in a dif- 
ferent light. Thereis no evidence of criminal 
carelessness here as far as I can see. If these 
recounts in coutests continue, however, to result 
like the last one | predict that we will have many 
recounts and contests hereafter, as it shows that 
mistakes that may prove fatal to some candi- 
date’s chances of success are made with fre- 
quency.

SAY BASSETT IS EQUALLY GUILTY. 


Holzer and Storms Aver He Knew All 


That Was Going On. 

Holzer and Storms, the ex-policemen who 
were found guilty last Tuesday of conspiracy 
to deprive voters at West Pullman of their 
rights last fall, are still in the County Jail, 
where they were taken after the verdict. An 
application will be made for their release on 
bail, pending the motion fora new trial which 
was made by their attorney. 

Holzer and Storms could not speak yester- 
day of the verdict of the jury in ‘their case 
without denouncing it as an outrage. Each 
of the ex-policemen deciared he was innocent 
of any participation in the conspiracy. ** Why 
was not Lieut. Bassett arrested when he knew 
a'l that was going on? He was at the polling- 
place and we reported to him all that had 
he ppened,”’ said Holzer. 

** Yes,” said Storms, who was standing be- 
side Holzer in the cage in the jail, ** Bassett 
knew what was going on. When I left the 
polling-place at 6 o’clock and went to the 
station I told Bassett it was a shame the way 
the ‘sewer’ gang had carried on at the polis, 
I said it was an outrage citizens should be de- 
prived of their rights in that way and men 
beaten when they wanted to vota ‘It isa 
shame.’ Bassett said, * but it is the rst time 
since I have been on the police force my 
hands are tied. I can do nothing.’ That was 
what the Lieutenant said to me, and I don’t 
see why we should be held guilty while he 
goes free. Bassett was at the polis for an 
hour and knew what that gang was doing just 
as well as anybody did.” 

There were a number of election cases on 
Judge Brentuno’s call yesterday, but they 
were passed because the witnesses were not 
present. They will probably be taken up next 
week. The six men who last week entered 
pleas of guilty to the charge of interfering 
with voters at the Parkside polling-place have 
not yet been sentenced, but their cases will

SLAYER OF STUDENT OHL SENTENCED, 


Murderer Collins Gets Off with Twenty 
Years in States Prison. 

Trenton, N. J., July 24.—John 5S. Collins, 
the negro who shot and killed Student Fred- 
erick Ohl at Princeton last June and who 
was a few days ago convicted of murder in 
the second degree, today received a sentence 
of twenty years at hard labor in the State 
prison. Before the sentence he was required 
to plead to the indictment for atrocious as- 
sault upon Garrett Cochran, another student, 
whom he shot at the same time, and his coun- 
sel entered a plea of non vulycontendre. 
Up>n this plea Collins was sentenced to ten 
years more, but the Justices decided to allow 
the sentences to run concurrently, thus mak- 
ing the term only twenty years altogether,

JOHN R.-GENTRY DEFEATS THE

Bay Pacer Goes the Fastest Half Mile Ever 
Made in a Race, the Time Being :59% 
=Patchen Throws a Shoe in the First 
Heat or There Might Have Been Better

Freeport, IlL, July 24. —[{Special.]—Eight 
thousand people witnessed the trotting here 
today, attracted principally by the special 
race between the pacing kings, John R. 
Gentry [2:03%] and Joe Patchen [2:04], fora 
purse of $3,000, of which 60 per cent goes to 
the winner and 40 per cent to the loser. They 
scored very fast.

Then it was announced Patchen had cast a 
shoe at the half-mile pole. The first quarter 
was made in :30, the half in :5044, the three- 
quarters in 1:30, and the mile in 2:04. 
Judge Walker announced the half-mile was 
the fastest ever made ina race. 

The second heat was a repetition of the 
first, even to the casting of a shoe by 
Patchen. The time was 2:06%. In the third 
heat Patchen broke a few yards beyond the 
wire and came almost toa standstill. Gen- 
try jogged in as he pleased in 2:00%. Gentry 
was a slight favorite in the betting. The 
race was disappointing to the multitude. 

Dan McCabe was made a warm favorite 
in the 2:45 pacing class, but was at no time 
prominent in the race. Redleaf took the 
firet heat in 2:164% and Joe Porter the second 
in 2:11%.

financial inducement of $5,000 providing the 
two-minute mark was reached. Robert J. 
has been going so much faster this summer 
than he did at the corresponding period of 
last year more than one expert fancied he 
could eclipse all his previous feats this aft- 
ernoon, Had the weather been favorable it 
is possible he might have succeeded, but it 
was sultry and heavy, with every sign of 
rain. The storm kept away, but the sun 
was hidden, and it is only in the clear, 
scorching heat horses can do their best. 
When the king of pacing horses was intro- 
duced the big grand stand held an eager 
crowd of at- least 5,000, with abouwt 1,000 
more who left the betting ring to Bee the 
trial. Geers shook his head the first time 
down, and on the next score was ready. 
The first quarter bulletined from the timers’ 
stand was in :30%, fast enough for a com- 
mencement. Up the backstretch the clip in- 
creased, making the second quarter in :304. 
This gait the fying pacer maintained to the 
three-quarters, in 1:31%, and he still hada 
fighting chance to win.

COMMENT ON THE LATEST PARDONS. 


Murder of John McLanghlin of Englewood 
Is Unpleasantily Recalled. 

There was considerable discussion of Gov. 
Altgeld’s latest couplet of pardons in and 
around the Criminal Court Building yester- 
day. The case that attracted most atten- 
tion was the announced pardon of Jacob 
Blum, convicted of the murder of John Mc- 
Laughlin and sentenced to serve nine years 
in the Joliet Penitentiary. 

Blum was inuicted by the grand jury of 
May, 1891. June 2%, 1891, the verdict was 
rendered for the crime as charged in the in- 
dictment. The evidence showed that Blum 
had been engaged as a. night watchman in 
Englewood. The night of May 10 Blum and 
McLaughlin met on the street and a quarrel 
eisued, during which threats were made on 
both sides. McLaughlin soon left and passed 
eastward, followed by Blum. Blum then 
fired a shot and the young man fell, mortally 
wounded. Blum set up a plea of self-de- 
fense, but the evidence of a number of wit- 
nesses showed McLaughlin was forty feet 
away when the shot was fired. The ball en- 
tered the back of the head, just behind the 
right ear. 

Williard-M. McEwen of the firm of Pease 
& McEwen, one of the attorneys for the de- 
fense, said yesterday: 

** We were entirely satisfied with the sen- 
tence at the time and eonsidered our client 
very lucky in escaping with only nine years’ 
imprisonment. We could not get around 
the fact that McLaughlin was forty feet 
away when the shot was fired. The theory 
of self-defense fell when it was shown the 
bullet entered the back of the head.” 

The second pardon issued by the Governor 
was in the case of John Spilski, convicted of 
assault with intent to kill James Hovasek 
of No. 753 West Seventeenth street, Dec. 1, 
i804. The assault was made with a knife 
and resulted from a quarrel relative to the 
possession of a wagon. The case was tried 
before Judge M. F. Tuley, who sentenced 
the prisoner to nine months in the House of 
Correction. The dispatch from Springfield 
Says the petition for executive clemency is 
signed by Judge Tuley and by Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Bottum. Mr. Bottum was 
not at his office yesterday, but his chief 
deputy said he had refused to sign the peti- 
tion when presented, as the case was a par- 
ticularly aggravated one. Judge Tuley is 
out of the city and could not be seen. 


MYRTLE NELSON IS STILL UNCLAIMED. 


She Says Now She Does Not Care to See 
Her Parents. 


Myrtle Nelson, the girl who thinks she had 
been intentionally lost by her stepfather, 
Edward O'Neill, is still at the Harrison Street 
Station Annex. Neither her mother nor her 
stepfather made any inquiries at the station, 
and the police are puzzled over this fact. A 
description of the girl was telephoned to 
every police station in Chicago Sunday, and if 
either of the parents had been at all anxioas 
abnut the chiid’s welfare it appears 
they could have ensily located her. 
This would substantiate the girl’s story that 
her father took her down-town for the pur- 
pose of losing her. Myrtle was more com- 
posed last night than the night previous. “ I 
don’t want to go home now,” she said, “ and

“SIDE PATHS” ARE NOT SIDEWALKS. 


League of American Wheelmen to Carry a 
Case to the Courts. 

W. R. Griswold, No. 17 Ashland boulevard, 
was arrested July 8 at Lyons, II, for riding 
on a side path near some ice-houses, The 
arrest took place at 7 o’clock in the evening, 
and Mr. Griswold was obliged to put up $5 
as security for his appearance Monday. He 
was then fined $1 and costs. The League 
of American Wheelmen, through the of- 
ficers of this division, have decided to ap- 
peal the case and contest it on the ground 
that a “side path” is not included in the 
specifications of the ordinance, and that 
the term “sidewalk’’ cannot be construed 
to include a path alongside a road. The 
League will also begin an action against 
the constable making the arrest and against 
the Justice. 

The league sets uy the claim that in any 
event the arrest wasillegal, as it was made 
without a warrant, and that it could not, had 
there been one, be served Sunday for such 
an offense. The penalty for such a violation 
is in the nature of a civil debt, and it is not 
lawful to arrest any one without a warrant. 
This is the L. A. W.’s position, and, while 
the league claims no special or sacred rights 


for wheelmen, they do claim for them the. 


same rights any citizen is entitled to in pass- 
ing along a public highway with an ordinary 
vehicle. The league will not countenance 
any form of lawlessness in the violation of 
sidewalk ordinances, and will take up no 
cases without positive proofs first submit- 
ted, but considers that injustice is often 
done wheelmen and wishes to look after 
their interests.

tne other people in the village, and besides 
formal calls now and then the people in the 
big red house lived in quiet and seclusion. 
history of Hoimes in Wilmette is al- 
most entirely in conncction with this big red 
house. Six yeurs ago Mr. and 
Belknap, the parents of Mrs. Holmes, re- 
moved to Wilmette and bought a little cot- 
tage belonging to the Dingley estate. They 
were Joined ina year by their daughter and 
her husband d, who in another year built a two- 
story addition on the uaorth side of the cot- 
tage and in another year tore down the 
cottage and completed the house as it 
stands today. The old residents of 
Wilmette stiil shake their heads when 
they speak of the nuilding of Holmes’ resi- 
dence. They say Hoimes himself was the 
architect, while Pat Quinlan, who is rapidly 
coming to the front in the case, was con- 
tractor. They hired the men themselves, and 
in such numbers that, it is said, over seventy- 
five men aitogether worked at different times 
on the structure. They would work one set 
of laborers fora short time and then sum- 
marily discharge them and get a new iot, 
The most of the workmen, however, 
did not wait to be | let out. 
They usually discovered that their 
work for Holmes would be largely a labor of 
love and so quit of their own volition. Some- 
times for weeks at a time no one would work 
on the house but Holmes and Quinlan, who 
busied themselves mysteriously on tne in- 
terior and roughiy repulsed, any one too 
curiously inclined. The brick in the north 
wall were laid by Quinian in a most feartul and 
wonderful manner. Neighbors surveying the 
wall would remark: **‘ Why that man cau’t be 
a mason. “QO, yes,”” Holmes would say, 
‘Pat can turn his hand to anything.” 

After the house was finished it was occupied 
by the two families, consisting of old Mr. and 
Mrs. Belknap, their son John, 23 years old, 
Holmes and his wife and littledaughter Lucy, 
now 6 years old, Holmes did not stay there 
much, hgwever, only running up now and 
then for brief stays of two or three duya, 

Beside the high roof, the rambling front, and 
the steeples on the house another of 
its features charmingly characteristic of Mr, 
Holmes was the fact that neither the roof, the 
steeple, nor the rambling front, the nails in 
the boards, nor the paint on the outside 
thereof were ever paid for.

Tue “Coin” champion of the free silver 
monometallists accuses his opponent of ar- 
guing that the dear dollar is of more benefit 
to laborers than a cheaper dollar, and says 
if this argument be followed to its logical 
conclusion we might find some metal that 
is scarcer than gold and dearer than gold. 
But that is a Mephistophelean statement 
of the case. The honest money men do not 
want a dearer dollar than the present money 
unit is, nor a cheaper one. They ‘wish the 
standard to be maintained in the interest of 
the laboring classes, and of all others ex- 
cept the few rogues who think they could 
profit by the change Harvey is clamoring 
for. When the alleged ‘“‘crime of 1873” was 
committed the silver dollar was the dearer 
of the two, but that did not prevent the 
choice of the gold dollar as the unit from 
being a wise one, whether the choice was 
made in 1873 or at some former time. No- 
body wants a dearer dollar than the one 
which intrinsically is of equal value with 
23.22 grains of pure gold, and the people 
who wish to have the currency unit main- 
tained at that equivalence are not grum- 
bling at the evident fact that the unit is be- 
coming cheaper by reference to the amount 
of exertion needed to produce it and to the 
amount of labor it will purchase. It is the 
needless, rascally cheapening of the dollar 
to the basis of free silver monometallism 
that the friends of honest money are pro- 
testing against, and in doing so they neither 
ask for nor desire a dearer dollar. 
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A RIGHTEOUS VERDICT. 

Two police officers have been found guilty 
of conspiracy to defeat the election laws. 
One of them has been given four years in the 
penitentiary and the other two. Last No- 
vember they were on duty at the polling 
place of the Thirtieth Precinct of the Thir- 
ty-fourth Ward. They were there to keep 
the peace and to protect the voters in the ex- 
ercise of their rights. A gang of sewer la- 
borers, under the immediate direction of city 
officers, took possession of the polls and 
would not allow Republicans to cast their 
votes. These two officers did nothing to stop 
this interference with the right of suffrage. 
They admitted that onthestand. Theys 
they saw there was a conspiracy in progress 
to keep voters from exercising their rights, 
that they did not call for the patrol-wagon, 
and that they did not call. upon citizens to 
help them to put down the gang, though they 
knew they had a right todoso. Their ex- 
cuse for not making an attempt to do their 
duty was that “it would have caused a big 
row.” 

These admissions would have been fatal to 
the defendants even if there had been no 
other evidence presented. The court told 
the jurors that if they believed these two 
men were aware of the fact that a conspir- 
acy Was in progress at the polls to prevent 
registered voters from casting their ballots, 
and they did not do anything to stop it, or 
summon help to enable them to stop it, they 
were guilty of conspiracy themselves and 
should be convicted. The Judge having 
given them the law and the accused having 
supplied the facts the jurors had no trouble 
about agreeing on a verdict. 

The counsél for the defendants asked for 
mercy for them on the ground that the pros- 
ecution should have gone gunning for bigger 
game. There was a conspiracy, he said, but 
those who got it up were men in high official 
pesitions. They should be proseeuted and 
punished, and not his clients, who were only 
“humble policemen.’ The lawyer belittled 
the standing of the men for whom he plead- 
ed. They were at that polling place as the 
representatives of the laws of Illinois. They 
were there to maintain those laws. They 
were the superiors for certain purposes of 
all the men gathered at that poll. 

Undoubtedly there were other conspjfators 
whose plans these policemen did nofdare to 
thwart. They were afraid they would lose 
their places if they did. If they dr any one 
else will furnish evidence against the men 
in high official positions who devised the 
scheme of election fraud and intimidation 
\they will be punished if possible. The prose- 
cutors of these policemen would be delightod 
to prosecute them also. 

But the fact that these greater criminals 
have escaped is no reason why other offend- 
ers whose giilt is indisputed should escape 
also. No criminal should be allowed to take 
refuge behind the greater guilt of another. 
The effect on the police force of sending 
these two men to the penitentiary will be ad- 
mirable. It will teach them that it is dan- 
gerous to wink at wrong-doing which they 
believe has the approval of their official su- 
periors. If these two officers had known 
last November that they must make their 
choice between discharge from the force if 
they did their duty and the penitentiary if 
they did not do it they would have chosen the 
discharge. So-will all officers henceforth if 
attempts should be made in the future to in- 
duce them to connive at violations of the 
election laws. 


THE LAKE SHORE TRAIN ROBBERY. 

The robbery of the Lake Shore express 
train early yesterday morning was one of 
the boldest “jobs” of the kind ever attempt- 
ed. The attack was not made in the unset- 
tled areas of the Far West, but in the heart 
cf civilization, thirty-eight miles west of 
Toledo and five times that distance east of 
Chicago. The train, running at full speed 
of forty miles an hour, was brought toa stop 
by a signal that a switch was open, and 
‘about half a dozen masked men fired shots 
into the engine, putting out the headlight, 
after which part of their number made a 
raid on the express car, while the others 
kept watch over the train crew. A load of 
buckshot fired by the messenger did no 
harm, and the car was entered by the use of 
dynamite, but it is stated the robbers did not 
succeed in opening the large safe. The ac- 
counts differ as to the amount realized by 
the raid, some placing it at not more than 
$150 and others at perhaps as much as $8,000. 
However much was secured, the bandits 
finished their work without molestation, and 
got off “‘safely.”” Probably by this time they 
are in another State, out of the reach of the 
Ohio officers of the law, and probably feel- 
ing comparatively secure against molesta- 
tion by thief hunters in Indiana, Kentucky, 
or wherever else they may be. The affair 
tends to show that under present conditions 
the robbery of a railroad train by a well- 
organized band is one of the safest forms of 
crime that can be undertaken, and usually, 
if its members work on information from 
well-posted parties, as it is hinted may have 
been the case in this instance, it pays them 
well. The affair points unmistakably to the 
urgent need for national legislation to make 
that kind of crime more dangerous to the 
perpetrators than it nowis. Under a United 
States law for the punishment of robbers of 
trains engaged in inter-State commerce the 
express companies would not be the only 
parties having a vital interest in bringing 
the thieves to justice. The scoundrels could 
be pursued across State lines without having 
to wait for the formality of a requisition, 
obtained only after the whereabouts of the 


} criminals had been ascertained. They could 


be caught where found, and prosecuted and 
put in the penitentiary without unnecessary 
delay. We ought to have had such a law on 
the statute books of the Nation long since, 


| curnish a sufficient stimulus to action of 


that kind in the near future, for it manifest- 
ly is the duty of the Federal Government to 
protect the lives and property of its citizens 
on the Inter-State railroads. 
THE INTERCEPTING SEWER QUESTION. 

In calling attention to the fact that unless 
intercepting sewers are built much of the 
city sewage now discharged into the lake 
will continue to contaminate fts waters even 
after the completion and opening of the 
Drainage Channel, Mayor Swift has 
done what should have been done 
long ago. When the construction of. 
that channel was finally decided upon 
the preparation of plans for the re- 
modeling of the sewer system 80 as to 
keep all sewage out of the lake should have 
been begun, and the construction of sewers 
which it was known would have to be remod- 
eled at a later day should not have been 
commenced, 

But nobody has paid any attention to this 
subject, and it comes up now, over four years 
after the organization of the Drainage 
Board. As the Mayor says, the common- 
sense plan of carrying on the work would 
have been for the board to construct the in- 
tercepting sewers at the same time that it 
was digging the main channel, so that when 
the latter was ready for use the former 
would be ready also. The board did noth- 
ing. The city authorities did not call its 
attention to the matter, but went on build- 
ing sewers—until the present administration 
came in—as if there were to be no drainage 
channel, The result is that now, at this late 
day, when this sewer work ought to have 
been nearly done, there is a question as to 
who shall do it. The Drainage Trustees say 
it is not their affair. The Mayor points to 
the law, which says that— 

The Board of Trustees of any sanitary district 
organized under this act shall have power to pro- 
vide for the drainage of such district by estab- 
lishing, constructing, and maintaining one or 
more channels, drains, ditches, and outlets for 
carrying off and disposing of all drainage, in- 
cluding the sewage of such district, together 
with such adjuncts and additions thereto as may 
be necessary or proper to cause such channels or 
outlets to accomplish the end for which they are 
designed in a satisfactory manner. 

The “* adjuncts and additions” are inter- 


cepting sewers, from the Mayor’s point of 
view. They will cause the main channel to 
accomplish satisfactorily the end for whica 
it was designed, that end being the removal 
of sewage. The Drainage Trustees say “‘ad- 
juncts and additions” mean something quite 
different, though they do not say what that 
something is. 

A controversy of this kind seems rather 
absurd to the taxpayers, because they know 
that they have to pay’for the work no mat- 
ter who does it. It is all one to them wheth- 
er the money they pay to a Town Collector 
or the County Collector goes to the city or 
the Drainage District. Practically the two 
corporations cover the same territory and 
the same taxpayers, and it does not make a 
particle of difference whether the money 
which it will cost to do this work is levied as 
a city or as a Drainage District tax. It 
would be singularly foolish to spend months 
in arguing that question. 

If it were left to a vote of the people they 
would require the Drainage Trustees to do 
this supplemental work. They would say 
that when they voted to organize the Sani- 
tary District they did so with the expecta- 
tion that its authorities would look after the 
prevention of the pollution of their water 
supply and would not merely dig a big chan- 
nel. They thought they had taken this en- 
tire subject out of the hands of one agency 
and placed ft in those of another. As they 
read the law it seemed to them to say that. 
Its evident object was that the Drainage 
Trustees should stop the discharge of sew- 
age into the lake. 

The Trustees, on their side, say they have 
no money to build intercepting sewers with 
now, and, what is worse, that they never will 
have any. They say with truth that they 
will have only enough by 1897 to finish the 
main channel. Then when that is completed 
they propose to spend five millions in cut- 
ting channels from the lake to the North and 
South Branches. How much it will cost 
them to widen the South Branch they do not 
state, but it will call for.a great deal of 
money. 

The+Drainagé Trustees plead poverty. 
The city is poor also. But the just thing:to 
be done is to agree on who shall do the work. 
Cannot the city authorities and the Drain- 
age Trustees settle that question without 
delay? 


THE CASE OF MARIA BARBERI. 

The case of Maria Barberi is infinitely 
tragic and pathetic and in its outcome pro- 
found pity almost clouds the stern demands 
of justice. Maria Barberi is an ignorant, 
low-born, passionate Italian girl of the vil- 
lage Santuzza sort, whom fate had left 
stranded in the squalid tenement district of 
New York. She was betrayéd by an Italian 
lover, a vulgar, brutal fellow. Her ruin 
accomplished and when she dimly began to 
foresee the result of that ruin she implored 
her lover to keep his promise and marry her. 
He not. only refused, but he laughed at her, 
coarsely repulsed her, and cruelly taunted 
her. Her hot blood was on fire. She knew 
nothing of law. She was not aware it Was 
against the law to kill. The insanity of 
hatred and revenge possessed her soul. She 
sprang on him with the fierceness of a tiger 
and cut his throat. The mocking wretch 
paid a fearful penalty for the wrong he had 
accomplished and for the gibes which he vis- 
ited upon the poor girl and which changed 
despair to deadly hate in her ignorant soul. 

A jury has pronounced her guilty of mur- 
der and sentenced her to die in the electrical 
chair for killing this brutal libertine. The 
jury could not do less under the law. It is 
creditable to human nature, however, that 
from every part of the State of New York 
there has gone to the Governor the earnest 
request that he shall interfere and that if 
he cannot see his way to a pardon, or toa 
short term of imprisonment, at least he shall 
commute the sentence to life imprisonment 
after the court of last resort has pronounted 
upon the case. There is great force in the 
following comment of an Eastern contem- 
porary: 

The thought that men are to gather about this 
wretched and distraught girl, strap her, a woman, 
to a chair, and then stand by to watch her killing 
by an electric current is horrible in the extreme. 
No decent man would be willing to take part in 
such a proceeding. No Governor ought to subject 
manhood to it. Killing a woman in cold blood is 
not a business for men. It outrages humanit ¥. 

There cin be no question that the killing 
of Maria Barberi in the electrical chair 
would arouse wholesale popular condemna- 
tion. If there is law for one sex there should 
be law for the other. No jury convicts the 
husband who kills his wife's paramour. 
The brother who avenges his sister’s shame 
is congratulated for his manliness. The 
father who avenges his betrayed daughter 
is applauded. So long as this is the popular 
verdict in the man’s case shall not Maria 
Barberi at least be saved from death when 
she protects herself by the only means 
known to her ignorant, passionate nature? 
Granted that the taking of life ts excusable

. the man who avenges his honor why should 
they convict the woman who does the same 
thing? If Maria Barberi is to be killed for 
murdering the man who ruined her, then the 
men who murder others not for ruining 
themselves but for bringing their wives or 
sisters to shame should have the same treat- 
ment.as the woman. The law should not 
fate of Tess of D’Urberville bites pein d Bas 
with her in spite of her criminality, as it 
does over the fate of every poor outcast 
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where is the difference between Tess of 
D’Urberville in Hardy's fiction and Maria 
Barberi in the slums of New York, visiting 
her vengeance upon Domenico Cabaldo, the 
sneering libertine? | 

Upon every consideration of humanity 
there is room far executive clemency in the 
case of Maria Barberi, and there can be lit- 
tle doubt that the Governor, who is a tender- 
hearted and just man, will recognize the 
force of the popular appeal, every day grow- 
ing louder and more sympathetic, and at 
least commute her sentence. It is the testi- 
mony of.the Matron of the Woman's Prison 
that the poor creature has no idea of the 
law or the sentence. The most that she can 
understand is that some one is going to 
kill her, and she has a mortal dread of 
going to court again. To the matron she 
said: “So big room, s6 big lot people, so 
great Judge, me afraid. People all look at 
me. They look my face. They make me 
afraid. The great Judge he talk much. He 
make me afraid. Me no friends. Me poor 
girl. Me afraid to go to court. Me stay 
here. Me want to stay here.”” On the next 
day, says the New York Sun, when the doc- 
tor was making his rounds he stopped to see 
her. 

** Did you sleep last night ?’’ he asked. 

** Me sleep good, good,”’ she said.’”’ 

** Have you got a headache?’ 

“No, no. Me no headache.” 

** You're all right, are you?’’ 

“Yes, me all right. Good people here. Me 


want to stay. You keep me this year, next year, 
whole lot of years.’ 


‘ Perhaps so,’’ said the doctor, and he left her 
to eat her breakfast. 


Gov. Morton will undoubtedly grant her 
wish to stay where she is “whole lot of 
years,’’ The poor creature will undoubtedly 
be happier inside than outside of Auburn 
Prison, and the law will be justified by her 
imprisonment. If the force of law is to be 
maintained there should be some punish- 
ment, but the penalty should not always be 
confined to the woman. If men are justified 
then under the same circumstances justify 
the woman, . 


GEN. TORRENCE RIGHTS HIMSELF. 

Gen. Torrence has promptly driven a coach 
and four through: the slander of which it 
now appears he has been made victim. Di- 
rectly after his return from the Hast, where 
he was reported to have showed himself a 
snob, he assures his anxious fellow-citizens 
that he has no intention of removing to New 
York or of making himself a stranger within 
his gates. He purposes to stay here until he 
dies, and then, he says, he hopes to be laid 
in Rosehill in peace. He has no roan horses. 
It is true that his stables are not empty, but 
that is a horse of another color, so to speak. 
His equipages are adorned, not with coats- 
of-arms, but with the letter T, which must 
be admitted to be as modest as any other let- 
ter in the Roman or any other alphabet. 
‘‘If I were to have a crest,”’ he informs the 
public, “it would be an anvil, hammer, and 
tongs, as I am a blacksmith by trade.”’ 

Chicago takes off its hat to this plain man 
of the peopld and begs he will accept its 
apologies for crediting the report fabricated 
by the wicked man in New York. Ifall New- 
Yorkers are as mendacious as the General's 
maligner (and there is reason to believe they 
are), it is no wonder he shudders at the idea 
ef taking residence among them. 

Gen. Torrence deserves credit for keeping 
his temper under what must have been 
severe provocation to anger. His good- 
humored treatment of the incident proves 
that he is well-balanced, to borrow a meta- 
phor from his favorite diversion. His 
springs are easy and sound. His wheels are 
true. May he hereafter have the right of 
way on a smooth, hard road. May he go 
bowling merrily along. May Rosehill, if 
that is his destination, be a long way ahead. 


A SPECIAL GRAND JURY NEEDED. 

There certainly should be a special grand 
jury to examine into the instances of fraud, 
carelessness, or gross incompetency on the 
part of election judges and clerks at the 
November election which were revealed by 
the recount of the ballots in the Third Con- 
gressional District. The longer the impanel- 
ing of one is delayed the greater will be the 
likelihood of guilty parties who fear detec- 
tion and punishment taking their departure 
from the city. The verdicts which have 
been returned of late against certain elec- 
tion law offenders have not been such as to 
induce other offenders to remain here. 

A special grand jury called to investigate 
the frauds which have been discovered in 
the First, Sixth, and other wards will have 
an easier time of it than the one which tried 
to look into the frauds committed in the 
Twenty-ninth Ward at the special election 
of December, 1893. That grand jury was 
denied access to the ballots by the then Elec- 
tion Board, and Judges who perhaps are 
somewhat ashamed of themselves now held 
that it was the intention of the Legislature 
that the most coriclusive evidence of the 
guilt or innocence of an election officer 
should be inaccessible. 

A grand jury impaneled now will not find 
the Election Board an agency for the sup- 
pression of evidence and the protection ‘of 
crime. The board will lay before the jury 
all the documents it needs, and it will not 
take long to return indictments in those 
cases where the evidence seems to justify it. 
A few days of solid work will finish up the 
job. 

Laws for the punishment of election of- 
fenses have been on the statute books for 
many years, but have been a dead letter, ex- 
cept in the Mackin case. The Democratic 
ringsters came to the conclusion that they 
could be violated with impunity. But they 
went rather too far last fall, and those laws 
are being enforced now and men are actually 
being sent to the penitentiary for cheating 
at elections. There must be no abandonment 
of this new policy. Justice must not besat- 
isfied with the punishment of a few offend- 
ers, but no guilty man must be allowed to. 
escape. A grand jury should be called so as 
to start another batch of offenders “ down 
the road,” 


LITTLE MONEY AND DARK AGES. 

“Com” Harvey quotes the following from 
the report of the United States Monetary 
Commission, published in 1878: 

At the Christian era the metallic money of the 
Roman Empire amounted to $1,800,000,000. By 
the end of the fifteenth century it had shrunk to 
less than $200,000,000. During this period a most 
extraordinary and baleful change took piace in the 
condition of the world. Population dwindled and 
commerce, arts, wealth, and freedom all disap- 
peared. The people were reduced by poverty and 
misery to the most degraded condition of serfdom 
and slavery. The disintegration of society was 
almost complete. The conditions of life were sv 
hard that individual selfishness was the only 
thing consistent with the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion. All public spirit, all generous emotions, all 
the noble aspirations of man shriveled and disav- 
peared as the volume of money shrunk ani ag 
prices fell. 

If it were true that eight-ninths of all the 
money that was in the world nineteen hun- 
dred years ago disappeared during the next 
fifteen centuries it would prove nothing 
more than that the money was buried by its 
possessors to prevent it from falling into 
the hands of foreign invaders and domestic 
robbers, and was lost when those who had 
hidden it were killed or driven to other coun- 
tries. The loss of the money would be a 
consequence of the wars and misrule of the 
dark ages, not a cause of those and: other 
miseries which befell the peoples of the Old 
World. But we have no reason to think 
the statement is true. A few. weeks ago 
‘THE TRIBUNE copied an article from the 
New York Post showing that thése figures, 
quoted by Senator Jones of Nevada, were 


taken from the work of the historian Alison, 


whose authority amounted to nothing. As 
a matter of fact there are no data for the 
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statement was mere guess work, and the 
guess was a wild and foolish one. A far 
more credible and probable estimate would 
place the total amount at the Christian era 
at not more than five or six hundred million 
dollars» as 90 per cent of the population of 
the Roman Empire in its best days Cconsist- 
ed of barbarians and illiterate peasants who 
were destitute of money. The Roman Em- 
pire never exceeded a population of 100 mill- 
ions, and not 10 millions of those ever had 
more money in their possession than *was 
the equivalent of a few cents of our cur- 
rency. 

But Alison states the minimum amount in 
the fifteenth century to have been 80 mill- 
ion pounds, which is 400 million dollars; 
so that the statement quoted consists of a 
wild exaggeration for a fraudulent pur- 
pose and a deliberate cutting in two with 
like intent. The 400 millions probably is 
much less than the truth. 8S. Dana Hor- 
ton’s work on “Silver and Gold” contains a 
table given by M. A. N. Bernadakis of Ath- 
ens in 1875 in which the total stock of gold 
and silver in the world in 1492 is placed at 
5,000 million francs, or about 1,000 million 
dollars.. That is five times the amount 
Claimed by the champion of a debased free 
silver monometallism:to have been in use in 
the world when America was discovered. 
But whatever may have been the amount of 
hard money in the Roman Empire from the 


_time of Christ to the fall of Rome, or in cir- 


culation at the close of the fifteenth century, 
it has nothing to do with the money question 
now before the American people. During 
the last fifty years there has been a per- 
sistent and rapid increase in the output 
both of gold and silver. The rate of annual 
production has varied, but it now is greater 
than ever, and it is undisputed that there 
is more than eight billions of gold and silver 
in use in the world as money, all the silver 
being employed either as coin or as the 
basis of a paper circulation, and much of it 
doing double duty by being held up to a 
circulating power far above the intrinsic 
values of the coins. The poorer and less 
civilized nations use and have preferred 
the less valuable and far more bulky metal, 
silver, while the richer and more civilized 
peoples prefer gold, and only use the clumsy 
metal in small transactions, chiefly as token 
money. 

But as a means of upholding the proposed 
16 to 1 fraud on the country the fuss made 
about the volume of money previous to the 
discovery of the New World has no rele- 
vancy whatever. The real point the public 
is interested in knowing the truth about is 
this: Would it be for the best interests of 
the American people to have Congress 
change the money standard of value of the 
United States from gold to silver, from the 
Standard of 23.22 grains of pure gold in 
the dollar to a silver monometallism under 
which the “dollars” would each have but 
about 50 cents’ worth of gold purchasing 
power? Would it promote the greatest good 
of the greatest number of our citizens to 
cut down the purchasing power of the dollar 
one-half, so that those living on the use 
of the capital of other people, which they 
have borrowed, may scale their debts one- 
half and cheat the lenders out of 50 per cent 
of their just dues, the power of the govern- 
ment to be employed for this purpose? And 
as 100-cent dollars would not circulate side 
by side with 50-cent value silver dollars un- 
der free coinage, which is the best thing to 
do? Shall we retain the more than 600 
million dollars of gold with the nearly 600 
millions of silver and silver paper that is 
held up to parity with gold, or shall we 
discard the gold and slump down to a silver 
basis of half value for each of a reduced 
number of money units?

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‘ART WORK ON GLASS. 


PYROGRAPHY NOT WNEOBSSARILY 
CONFINED TO WOOD, 


Process of Applying the Art to Wood De- 
scribed in Home Notes —Various 
Decorative Purposes to Which It May 
Be Placed=How to Increase Its Beauty 
by Adding ColorseSome Chafing Dish 
Recipes=Sewing for Charity—Other In- 
teresting Information. " 

For a long time poker-work, or pyrogra- 
phy, has been a fashionable art, but until 
recently it has been generally applied to 
wood only. Now, however, glass pyrogra- 
phy is being taken up, and thus quite a new 
field is being opened in this fascinating 
branch of decorative work. In the newer 
form of pyrography the burning process is 
exactly the same as in the old poker-work 
on wood, which is now so well known, only 
the platinum point is made many degrees 
hotter for the glass; indeed, it can scarcely 
be too hot to accomplish the desired result, 
and therefore it needs to be of special hard- 
ness. This being the case, art dealers now 


sell points made on purpose for glass pyrog- 


raphy. ; 

The glass used is the ordinary plate, and 
through it the design can readily be traced 
with the hot point by those who have not the 
skill to draw off-hand, which saves all trou- 
ble of transferring the pattern. Another 
advantage which glass has over wood is 
that it has no grain, and therefore the lines 
of the novice are not marked by that un- 
evenness which characterizes the work ofa 
tyro in the art of wood burning. 

Glass pyrography may be adapted to the 
decoration of mirrors, screens, panels, etc., 
and if carefully done will be found an ex- 
cellent imitation.of engraved work of the 
finest kind, and the effect, if a good design 
be chosen, will be most delicate and beauti- 
ful. Just a white frosted design on the clear 


glass looks very well, but the worker will’ 


soon be ambitious of better things. 

A pretty piece of the work shows a loose 
bunch of ox-eye daisies and field grasses 
burnt into ordinary clear plate-glass. The 
design when first executed had a frosted ap- 
pearance; but this was removed by carefully 
scraping off all roughness with a sharp 
knife, thus leaving the daisies and grasses 
in clear outline. The workin that state was 
beautiful, but it was made more so in the 
following manner: A layer of gold paint was 
carried entirely over part of the design, all 
the etched lines being filled with it. 

To effect thig a pad of soft cloth was used 
damped with turpentine, to remove all the 
gold on the flat surface between the lines; 
an ordinary paper stump with rag over it 
was used to clean off the rest. This left 
merely a fine gold tracery on the glass, and 
on turning the plate it seemed to stand in 
relief on its surface, though it actually only 
showed through from the other side. A 
thick coat of ivy enamel was then laid on, 
great care being taken not to drag up the 
gold from the lines; this gave the effect of 
ivory and gold from the other side and ren- 
dered the glass opaque. 

Any other lustra or metallic paint may be 
used instead of gold, and the color of the 
enamel may be chosen to suit the fancy. In 
working in remember that the point must be 
kept at almost white heat, that it must be 
perfectly clean, and that it must not be used 
for wood scorching. Should the point be 
insufficiently heated no amount of force will 
affect the glass, but it will injure the point 
itself. The pressure on the point must be 
firm and steady, but not hard. It is not well 
to work too long upon one spot, for the heat 
should be distributed as much as possible. 
The special point for glass pyrography is 
furnished with an inner mechanism for gen- 
erating heat, and, though the work may be 
done with an ordinary point heated to al- 
most white heat, still the process is tedious 
and the tool will soon be too much damaged 
for further use.—Home Notes. 


Desserts from the Chafing Dish. 

Among the sweet dishes that are particu- 
larly appetizing and delicate, served hot 
from the chafing dish, the following can be 
recommended: 

Orange Omelet—Three oranges, grated 
rind of one, two tablespoons butter, six ta- 
blespoons sugar, half a saltspoon salt, four 
eggs. Pare and slice two oranges and sprin- 
kle with three tablespoons of sugar. Grate 
the rind of the other orange and squeeze out 
the juice. Beat the yelks of the eggs until 
lemon-colored and thick; add the rest’of the 
sugar, the rind, and the tablespoons of or- 
ange juice. Beat the whites of the eggs un- 
til very stiff, then cut and fold (do not stir) 
into the rest of the mixture. Have the but- 
ter very hot in the cutlet pan and pour in the 
omelet. As it begins to thicken well spread 
over the sliced oranges, fold the omelet over 
them from the sides of the pan, cover, and 
finish cooking over the hot-water pan. 

The oranges may be prepared and the 
eggs beaten beforehand, spreading a damp 
cloth over the bowls containing the beaten 
eggs to keep them moist. It is a point to 
be emphasized in the graceful and expedi- 
tious use of the chafing dish that the mate- 
rials be measured and prepared as much as 
possible beforehand. 

Vanilla Soufflé—Yelks of four eggs, whites 
of eight eggs, one heaping tablespoon of but- 
ter, three tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
vanilla. Beat the yelks until light and thick; 
add sugar and vanilla, and then cut in the 
well-beaten whites (do not stir). Always cut 
and fold. Have the butter very hot in the 
chafing dish, put the mixture in by the ta- 
blespoonful, cover, and cook over hot-water 
pan. It will take from fifteen to twenty 
minutes. 

Jelly-cake Fritters—Two tablespoons of 
butter or olive oil, one cup of milk, one well 
beaten egg, strawberry jam or peach jelly, 
stale sponge cake or plaincake. Have some 
of the butter hot in the chafing dish; dip 
slices of cake in the egg and milk mixed 
and fry’a light brown on both sides. Lay 
on hot dish, spread thickly with jelly or 
jam, and pile neatly together. Serve with 
plain or whipped cream. 

Macaroon. Cream—One-quarter pound of 
macaroons, one pint of hot cream, three 
tablespoons milk, five tablespoons: sugar, 
two tablespoons arrowroot, one saltspoon 
salt, two tablespoons ground almonds, one- 
quarter cup sherry or orange juice, juice 
of half and rind of whole lemon. Lay the 
macaroons in dish and pour sherry or orange 
juice over them, having buttered the dish 
very thoroughly first. Dissolve the arrow- 
root in the milk, stir in the hot cream, add 
sugar and salt and lemon rind, and pour 
over the macaroons.

Strawberry Cakes—One cup milk, two 
eggs, one tablespoon sugar, one cup flour, 
one teaspoon baking powder, one saltspoon 
salt, half tablespoon olive oil.

Beat 
the eggs separately, adding yelks, and salad 
oil, and salt to mixture, and fold in the 
whites last. Butter the pan well and pour 
in enough butter to cover the bottom. Brown 
and turn over, butter, spread with stra wber- 
ry preserves, roll up, and serve with pow- 
dered sugar,

Now with regard to cutting the hair, Ttis 
advisable to have the ends cut about once in 
six weeks; the ends frequently split, and it 
is these split ends that should be removed. 
In the summer the hair falls more than in 
the winter; it is a good plan in the spring, 
if it falls, to have at least one inch cut from 
the ends, whilst a tonic lotion should be ap- 
plied to the roots. For this we strongly rec. 
ommend the mixture of rum and bitter. 
apple, as we have had personal experience 
of its efficacy. For those ladies who object 
to the scent of rum the following is a simple 
and very good hair tonict Eau de cologne, 
eight ounces; tincture of cantharides, one 
ounce; ofl of English lavender and oil of 
rosemary, eash. one-half drachm. 

Brushing the hair with clean brushes fora 
few minutes night and morning keeps it 
glossy and soft, but in some cases excessive 
brushing has been known to destroy even a 
good head of hair; and too much brushing 
will often prevent its curling. 

Dandruff is a most serious drawback to the 
growth of the hair. It is often caused by 
general debility, especially in persons with 
nervous temperaments. A course of tonics 
will frequently improve the condition of the - 
skin, at the same time a lotion for removing 
dandruff should be applied to the scalp before — 
brushing. As this lotion contains rosemary 
it not only acts beneficially on the skin, but - 
stimulates the growth of the hair at the 
same time. 


We have known very obstinate cases of a 


dandruff cured by washing with soft soan 
and hot water. 
soft soap in a quart of hot water, beat it well 
up. so that it is thoroughly dissolved; wash 
the hair with it, then rinse well.

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WILL MAKE A REPLY. 
DRAINAGE BOARD T0 TAKE OOGNI- 
ZANOCE OF MAYOR’S LETTER. 


Discussion in the Meeting Animated and 
Personalities Freety Indulged In=—Some 
Members Inclined to Treat the Swift 
Missive as Buncombe, and the Senti- 
ment Is Openly Recognized by Presi- 
dent Wenter—Answer Will Be Forth- 
coming by Aug. 1. 

§ By a vote of 5 to 4 the Board of Trustees 
of the Sanitary District yesterday decided to 
take official cognizance of Mayor Swift's let- 
ter of inquiry regarding the canal and its sew- 
age provisions and to make a formal reply. 
This resolution was arrived at only atter a 
long discussion in which all the trustees 
joined, Mr. Eckhart’s*motion to refer the let- 
ter to the Joint Committee on Engineering and 
Finance was, with directions to formulate a 
reply. before the next meeting of the board 
Aug. 1 finally adopted after several amend- 
ments offered by the opposition had been 
voted down. The discussion over the letter 
was animated and personalities were freely 
indulged in. There seemed to bea tacit un- 
derstanding among several members of the 
board to comsider the Mayor’s letter ae bun- 
combe and written for political effect solely. 
Mr. Wanter openly recognized this sentiment 
when he said that whatever underlying rea- 
sons the Mayor might have had in writing the 
letter he thought it best to accept it on its 
face and make a reply. How evenly the 
board wasdivided in regard to the advisability 
of replying to the Mayor may be judged from 
the fact that the motion to place his letter on 
file was lost by a tie vote, Mr, Wenter being 
excused from voting. Had the motion pre- 
vailed nothing more would have been heard 
of the letter from the Board of Trustees at 
least, and the public would have been left in 
the dark so faras knowing when the canal 
would be completed was concerned, 


All the Board at the Meeting. 


All the members of the board were present 
when President Wenter ordered the letter 
from the Mayor read. He called the at- 
tention of the board to the three 
questions submitted by Mayor Swift 
and asked what action was to be taken. In his 
opinion the main canal should be completed 
without delay, and as the board had only 
enough money to do that he thought the idea 
of any simultaneous work elsewhere was ex- 
cluded. As soon as Mr. Wenter stopped 
speaking Mr. Ruseell sprung his mution to 
place the letter on file and have it published 
in the formal report of the board’s proceed- 
ings. Mr. Eckhart ‘at once moved as en 
amendment that the letter be referred to the 
Joint Committee on Engineering and Finance 
and that the attorney of the board be directed 
to look into the question of the board’s 
powers to build supplemental sewers. 

Then the opposition began to show its hand. 
Several members of the board evidently re- 
sented being questioned by the Mayor and 
desired to ignore his letter. The supporters 
of Mr. Eckhart’s motion were equaliy deter. 
mined to notice the communication and a 
lively fight resulted. Mr. Cooley indorsed 
Mr. Russell’s motion. Mr. Eckhart said that 
regardiess of legal technicalities the Drain- 
age Board was established to secure pure 
water and the Mayor was right in wanting to 
know when this would be accomplished. 

Trustee Prendergast then secured the atten- 
tion of the board. He discussed the law in 
a way that soon had his opponents flounder: 
ing beyond their depth. : 

‘*The words ‘drains and channels’ refer 
only to the cuts from the lake to the river,’ 
said he, ** and not to sewers all over town.,”’ 

Then he attacked Mr. Eckhart’s motion, 
which referred a legal questjon to an en- 
gineer. 

‘““The city has a brand new Law Depart- 
ment,” said Trustee Prendergast. ** Let the 
Mayor get an answer to his questions about 
law from Mr. Beale and his thirty assistants. 
The Council has adjourned and they won’t 
have anything to do for six weeks.. Let them 
look up the law in this case for the Mayor. I 
do not suppose Mr. Swift intended his letter 
as a refiection on his own Law Department, 
but it might weil be considered in that light.”’ 

Then he referred to the suit instituted by 
** Mr. Hutt, the intimate friend of the Mayor, 
and several inembers of this board,”’ and in- 
timated the city’s legal advisers could learn 
much by reading the records of that case. 


Counter Move Is Made. 


Then the other side made a counter move 
by producing Mr: Bidenweck, who approved 
of Mr. Eckhart’s motion. 

“Answer the letter,”’ he shouted, “ just as 
if it were written not by the Mayor, but by 
some private citizen. That is what we should 
do.”’ 

Mr. Eckhart secured the floor long enough 
to say Mr. Prendergast had been faiking 
through his hat. and then gave wayto Mr. 
Kelly, who demanded fair treatment for the 
Mayor’s letter. Finding they were getting the 
worst of the argument the opposition began 
to offer amendments. Mr. Cooley offefed one 
directing the Chief Engineer to inform the 
board when the channel would be completed. 
Mr. Russell accepted the amendment, but be- 
fore a vote was taken Mr. Wenter surren- 
dered the chair to Mr. Keily and expressed 
his views on the letter. 

* Let us regard this letter as coming not 
from George B. Swift, but from the Mayor of 
Chicago,”’ he said. “We have no right to 
question the motives or the sincerity of the 
writer. Let us accept it for what it seems 
and reply toit. It would be contrary to ali 
rules of conrtesy to make no reply.”’ 

Then the opposition offered anotheramend- 
ment through Mr. Gilmore directing the 
President and the Chief Engineer to reply to 
the Mayor. Mr.. Cooley at once withdrew 
his own amendment and accepted Mr, Gil- 
more’s. But Mr. Eckhart objected. Both 
amendments were then voted down and Mr. 
Eckhart’s original motion adopted, but not 
until he and Mr. Prendergast had had anoth- 
er encounter. 

After that the regular routine work of the 
board was taken up. The committee to whom 
the question of checking the saloons along 
the canal had been referred reported it had 
consulted with the committee appointed by 
the County Commissioners and that steps 
were being taken to abate the nuisance. Ex- 
penditures of the last month reached the 
figure of $1,124,715. Secretary Duffy said 
this was the largest amount ever expended by 
the board in one month, Warrants for $297,- 
579 were ordered paid, and the engineer’s re- 
port estimating next month’s outlay at over 
$60000 was placed on file.

WHICH CAUSES DISCUSSION, 


Col, Bennett's Command to Have a Tour of

Springfield, IlL, July 24,—[{Special,]—The 
Seventh Regiment put in another day of 
hard work at Camp Lincoln today. The 
forenoon was dévoted to close order regi- 
mental drill, being the first experience of 
this regiment in that exercise, and consid- 
erable time was given this afternoon to 
company and battalion drills.

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LINSON HAS AN ALIBI. 


OLD ENGINSER DENIES KILLING LITI- 
TLE [DA GEBHARD. 


Has Witnesses to Prove He Was Not in In- 
dianapolis at the Time of the Murder~ 
People Will Not Accept His Story and 
Talk of Attacking the JalleLinson Once 
Figured in a Sensational Murder Case 
Which Attracted Attention All Over 
the World. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Thousands of people visited the barn in West 
Indianapolis today where the body of little 
Ida Gebhard was found last night etuffed in 
an old tooi chest, and the’ streets were 
thronged all day with excited citizens who 
could talk of nothing except the horrible 
crime. Threats of vengeance against John 
R. Linson, the man suspected of the murder, 
were common ali day. Linson was arrested 
this morning while in a stupor from drink 
and opium in the Vandalia freight yards of 
this city. The crowd heard of the arrest and 
favored coming to Indianapolis to iynch him 
atonce. The man is an old ex-brotherhood 
engineer, being known all over the country 
by the brotherhoou, and told a story that 
seemed to furnish an excellent alibi. This 
was verified by Engineer Webb of the Big 
Four, who says Linson did not reach Indian- 
apolis until Sunday and the crime. was com- 
mitted Saturday morning. 

The police tonight are coming to believe 
that Engineer Linson is not guilty, and a 
large force is searching for a clew in another 
direction. Linson says he.was in Urbena, Lil,, 
Saturday coming to Danvil-e, Ind., that day, 
and remained until night, when he came on to 
Indianapolis. Police Surgeon Kahlo ex- 
amined Linson’s clothes today and could find 
no blood stains; but a contrary report reached 
the excited people in West Indianapolis, and 
resulted almost in the organization of a mob, 
The people take little stock in Linson’s alibi, 
and it is not unlikely an assault on the In- 
dianapolis jail will be made. 

The parents of the gir! wiil probably take 
the remains to their vid home in Dowagiac. 
Mich., in the morning for burial. They havé 
not yet been permitted.to view the body at 
the undertaker’s. 


Linson’s Wonderful History. 


Linson has a wonderful history which was 
learned this afternoon when the effects of the 
opium ieft him. He isa pronounced opium 
fiend and is considered crazy by many. He 
is knewn all over the country as Jack Lin- 
son,the man who followed Frank Reynolds, 
a wealthy Easterner, through four continents 
for years, and finally found him in the Pal- 
ace Hotel dining-room in Sau Francisco, 
when he shot him nine times, with 200 guests 
as witnesses to the murder. A few years ago 
the newspapers of America printed columns 
about the affair. Linson is not yet 50 years 
old, but is a physical wreck on account of his 
troubles and looks to be fully 60. His sister 
was attending school in a Baitimore convent 
ten years ago,and wasafriend of Frank 
Reynolds’ sister. Reynolds got Miss Linson 
to leave the convent, had a mock marriage 
performed, and after livimg with the 
girl three monthg* deserted her. Miss Lin- 
son committed suicide apd her brother. 
now * old Jack Linson,’’ gave up his position 
as engineer and officer inthe Brotherhood in 
order to run down her betrayer. At Parkers- 
burg, Va., when he saw the dead body of his 
sister he made an oath to kill Reynolds. He 
placed detectives on Reynolds’ trail, but was 
kept from overtaking the man by the latter’s 
money, which was used to bribe the detect- 
ives. Linson followed Reynolds to Cali- 
fornia, back to New York, and then 
across the ocean. Through Eogland, France, 
and Germany he was close on Reynolds’ trail 
but always too late to reach him. - Reynolds 
returned to America and songht to escape 
Linson by going to Brazil. For an entire year 
Linson followed him through Sdéuth America 
and then back .to. California. Reynolds fied 
to Australia, with Linson after him. At Syd- 
ney he was arrested and Reynolds escaped 
back to America. 

Runs Him’ Down in ’Frisco. 


All the time Linson had the Brotherhood 


ee ~"“of Engineers backing him and lay three 


- g™onths concealed in the cellar of a brother- 
hood man’s house in San Francisco to throw 
off the detectives enguged ‘by Reynolds to de- 
lay him by false arrest. The report was given 
out that Linson was in London and Reynolds 
came out of his hidimg place in San Fran- 
cisco. Linson in different disguises traced 
him from the theaters to the hotels and final- 
ly located him in the dining-room of the Pal- 
ace Hotel. Ia telling his story to Chief of 
Detectives Splaun today Linson becaie al- 
most frantic. In describing huw he had mur- 
dered Reynolds he said: 

“ The place was grand, with many lights 
and fuil of people, but I did not heea the 200 
' women who were in there. I went. etraight 
up to the barand grabbed him around the 
throat. I shot him nine times. I don’t re- 
member the details, but they said at the trial 
that I felt his pulse to see if he was dead, and 
« then fired at him again. I was tried three 
times, and though my lawyers wanted me to 
play crazy i refusei, I thought if I did not 
have justification for whatI had done 1 was 
willing to hanged. Finally they 
convicted me and sentenced me to the 
prison for life. One of my lawyers was after- 
ward made Governor of California and I was 
pardoned after 1 had been in there for six 
ths. if that record is against me, God 

help me. I killed him to avenge my innocent 
Sister, and mother up in heaven is smiling at 
“ame now forit. Now I’m accused of another 
-crime, [I'm not guilty, not guilty; do you 
hear? My God, I’m afraid I'll go crazy again. 
I can’t live without morphine. I must have 
morphine to keep me alive.”’

ASK FOR MOREWATER 


WISCONSIN MILLMEN HAVE A TALK 
1 WITH GEN. DOE. 


Manufacturers at Appleton Point Out a 
Way by Which the Waters of the Fox 
May Be Utilized Without Injury to 
Lumber or Boating Interests=Think 
the Shortage Only Temporary and That 
Fall Rains Will Give Relief—Inquiry to 
Be Made Today at Depere. 

Appleton, Wis., July 24.—[Special.]—Gen. 
J. B. Doe, Assistant Secretary of War, ar- 
rived in Appleton this afternoon on a tour 
of inspection of the Fox River Valley for 
the purpose of personally investigating the 
water power situation with a view to de- 
termining what, if any, relief the War De- 
partment can afford to the great manufact- 
uring interests paralyzed by the govert- 
ment’s recent order forbidding the use of 
water for power. Gen. Doe was accom- 
panied by Maj. Marshall of the United States 
Engineer Department and Mr. Mann, As- 
sistant Engineer directly in charge of the 
Fox River. The party was met at Oshkosh 
this morning by a committee of representa- 
tive manufacturers and business-men of 
Appleton and Kaukauna and made the jour- 
ney down the river to Appleton on the steam 
yacht Cambria. A stop was made at Me- 
nasha, where Gen. Doe carefully inspected 
the dam which-1s the keynote of the situa- 
tion and also the various channels and oult- 
lets by which the level of Lake Winnebago 
is affected and the water supply of the Lower 
fox Hiver governed. The same careful in- 
spection of the river locks, dams, and canals 
was madeas far as the last lock at Appleton, 
where the party disembarked. Gen. Doe was 
escorted to the City Council rooms, where a 
meeting of manufacturers and citizens was 
held and the situation discussed in all its 
phases. Gen. Doe showed remarkable fa- 
miliarity with the situation in its general 
aspect and fully and fairly defined the posi- 
tion of the War Department im the contro- 
versy. By the strict letter of the law ho 
water shall be used for power except such as 
is in excess of the necessities of navigation. 
This requires the water to be maintained at 
the crest of the Menasha dam, It is now 
sixteen inches below that point. Under the 
law the shut-down should be maintained 
until the level of Lake Winnebago rises six- 
teen inches. But by reason of the wide- 
spread distress caused by the idleness of 
several thousand men and millions of dollars 
of capital and the absence of electric street 
car and light service at Appleton and other 
valley towns the government ts anxious to 
afford some immediate relief to this valle y 
if it can be done Without seriously impairing 
the rights of the boatmen on the river and 
the lumbermen on the lake and tributary 
streams. Such a method of relief he in- 
vited the manufacturers to aid him in 
finding. The manufacturers presented fig- 
ures showing that the present condition 
was a temporary one caused by the drought 
of the last two years, which prevented the 
storage of the usual amount of water in 
Lake Winnebago; that the lumbermen had 
contributed to this condition by storing the 
hulk of the natural flow of Wolf River by 
means of logging dams on the headwaters, 
thus preventing it from reaching the lake 
and helping to maintain the level thereof; 
that the situation will be relieved by the 
fall rains, and that the use until that time 
of a small part of the flow of the river 
would not further discommode boats or lum- 
bermen, and would eke out the partial steam 
facilities and enable the paper mills to turn 
out a part product instead of remaining help- 
less. This the Fox River Valley asks not 
in law, but in equity and mercy. 

Gen. Doe seemed impressed with the fair- 
ness of the requests and arguments ad- 
vanced in their support. He asked many 
questions and verified by cross-examina- 
tion and corroboratory testimony the state- 
monts and arguments. 

The decision of the War Department in 
the matter will not be made until after he 
returns to Washington and lays the case 
before Secretary Lamont. But the mere 
fact of Gen. Doe's presence here, and the 
earnest effort he is making to arrive at the 
exact facts in the case, indicate there is a 
strong disposition to afford relief if possible. 
It is believed that at the conference today 
a way to do so was shown, and the people 
of the valley believe it will be done speedily. 
Gen. Doe will remain in this city tonight 
and proceed with his tour of inspection as 
far as Depere tomorrow, returning from 
thence to Washington in a few days. 


GEN. DOE ON THE LOWER FOX RIVER. 


Oshkosh People Are Well Pleased with 
the Inquiry Thus Far. 

O-hkosh, Wis., July 24.—[Special.]—The 
seat of operations in the low water contro- 
versy bas been transferred from the upper to 
the lower Fox River.

They will 
no doubt stop for twenty-four hours or more 
in Appleton and will go below as faras Kau- 
kaupna and Depere. Neither could say ex- 
actly when they will get ihrough here. Their 
general policy is to cover the ground as quick- 
lyas it can be done in a thorough and 
sysiematic manner. The party arrived at 
Menasha at noon. There the steam yacht 
Cam briagowned by John Stevens, was placed 
at their disposal, and after examining affairs 
at the Menasha dam they proceeded down the 
river. Maj. Marshall has won respect and 
confideace by his terse and fearless statement 
of the relative rights of millmen and boat- 
menand the facts regarding the improve- 
inent. He deciares that had the water-power- 
men obeyed the law there would have been 
no trouble. He therefore is opposed ‘to all 
compromise, but iavors a strict enforcement 
of phe reguiations by the War Department.

Casinova, Vice-Consul at Cienfuegos: 

D. Augustin Lugue”y Coca, Brigadier-General, 
Governor of the Province of Santa Clara—To the 
inhabitants of the same: The savageness of 
those who apply the torch. who steal and mur- 
der under the ery of “ Viva Cuba Libre,” and to 
the propagators who disgrace the Cuban peopie, 
recruiting partisans for the hordes commanded 
by incendiaries and highwayman, compel me, 


with a most painful feeling, to adopt energetic. 


measures, which I frankly confess shall be car- 
ried out to the extreme as long as the noble 
war made by our valiant army is responded to 
by murder and pillage. For the present I de- 
cree the following edict: 

Art. 1. Every countryman on entering or leav- 
ing the towns shall be provided with his person- 
al certificate and with evidence of bis‘ ownersbip 
of the horse he may be riding and .shall exhibit 
them to any agent of the government that might 
demand them. 

Art. 2. It is prohibited to travel in the country 
or in the outskirts of the towns from sunset 
to sunrise, with the understanding that the 
patrols. and forees in operation will re- 
main and put at my disposal all persons 
infringing this rule net provided with the proper 
permit which to said end shall be issued to them 
by the military chief of the demarcation of which 
they are residents. 

Art. 3. All permits to carry arms which are 
not countersigned by the military Governor's 
officers sre null and void. Residents in the 
country whoare in possession of any kind of 
arms shall deposit them within the period of ten 
days with the posts of the civil guard or detach- 
ments nearest to their abodes, the chiefs of 
which shali issue them a proper voucher. 

Art. 4. It is only for agricultural work that 
working machetes may be kept in their resi- 
dences, but itis absolutely prohibited to carry 
the same outside of the respective landed prop- 
erty, 

Art. 5. Those infringing the orders, as well as 
the agitators of opinion and those who abet and 
harbor them, shall be indicted for the crime of 
rebellion, tried in accordance with the code of 
justice, and punished with all the severity of the 
civil laws. 

Art. 6. The municipal Mayors and Mayors of 
circumspection shall publish widely this edict. 
and the said authorities, as well as all civiLand 
military authorities of this province, 1 hold re- 
sponsible for its full and punctual observance.

Secretary Herbert Has Not Ordered a War- 
ship te Colon.

The 
steamship Colombia sailed yesterday for 
New York. The crew had no help either in 
Gischarging or reloading. 

Alli the 
steamers at Panama are idle and all busi- 
ness is paralyzed. If labor is not procured 
promptly the,transit of the isthmus will be 
threatcned., 

Washington, D. C., July 24.—At noon to- 
day Secretary Herbert said he had not or- 
dered a warship to either Panama or Colon 
to. protect the Panama railroad property. 
He would say nothing as to his intentions, 
however, and from the fact that Acting Sec- 
retary of State Adee was again in consulta- 
tion with him it is expected some naval 
force will soon be dispatched to the scene of 
the trouble. The difficulty probably arises 
from the lack of a spare warship at a con- 
veniently near place. 

In view of the peculiar nature of the re- 
striction of the operation of the Panama 
railway the instructions to the naval coni- 
mander who is sent to the isthmus must be 
guardedly framed. It is said the United 
States has the right to maintain free com- 
munication on the railroad in the event that 
Colombia fails to carry its obligation to 
keep it open, and if there is any forcible ob- 
struction to traffic our naval forces will un- 
doubtedly remove it. But further than do- 
ing this and incidentally protecting the 
property of the railroad company from de- 
struction or damage the sailors cannot go. 
They have no power to compel the strikers 
to operate the road. ‘

Baker, Abram Poole, Comstock, and Frank 
Dunn, are predicting wheat will sell at $1.25 
per bushel in this market.

Conservative French author- 
ities make the crop of that country 40,000,000 
bushels short, and while the German 
prospects have improved within a month 
they are only fair. Austria and Hungary 
may have a good crop, but the rye crop of the 
latter is estimated to be 4,000,000 bushels 
Short. Latest advices state Russia will have 
a good crop as a whole, although decidedly 
below last year’s abnormally large yield. 
Argentina authorities are beginning to think 
they have exported more wheat than’ supplies 
warrant, but the sowing season for the new 
crop is excellent. 

The action of the market yesterday backed 
by these statistics looked like a verification 
of what the bullish houses had been predict- 
ing for nearly two weeks. Judging from the 
commission firms that did a large share of 
the buying it appeared as if the general pub- 
lic had begun to inspect the wheat statistics 
and crop outlook with the result of making 
purchases. This kind of support is what 
the market has lacked formanyaday. Due 
to its absence as much-as anything the mar- 
ket has failed to respond to bull news. 

Some of the local statisticians have been 
telling the bears they were dancing merrily 
over a powder magazine. 

Ed Pardridge Busy. 

Pardridge’s action yesterday gave evi- 
dence he was one of them who had become 
convinced the assertion was true. From 70 
cents up to over T2 cents he covered more 
than 500,000 bushels of short September. 
Cudahy was reported as a buyer, and there 
were innumerable shorts who followed suit. 
The big incentive was some buying orders 
from the Northwest. These were taken as 
an indication the people up there really be- 
lieved the stories of damage by smut they 
have been sendingin. Heretofore the crowd 
has been incredulous because the senders of 
the reports did not back up their opinions 
with orders. The Kansas Millers’ Associa- 
tion made a formal statement they would 
have to import wheat. In fact, traders 
sniffed bullish factors in the air everywhere, 
and they were afraid the farmer, along with 
the rest of the ‘“‘ outside,’’ might catch the 
speculative fever again and run away with 
the market. 

The excitement continued on the curb, 
where trading in privileges was extraordi- 
narily large. September wheat in the open- 
ing after-hours quotations. was 72% cents. 
It reacted to 72\ cents, but firmed up again 
to 72% cents. Calls in that future opened at 
74 cents, and bounded up in response to the 
heavy demand to 75% cents, where they 
rested when the bulk of the big trading was 
over. Later the price dropped by degrees to 
79 cents. Puts opened at 70%, cents, drop- 
ping soon afterwards to 69% cents, and ris- 
ing again to 70% cents. The demand, as is 
indicated, was largest for calls, and not a 
few were purchased by eager longs who 
hoped to increase the lines they had taken 
aboard tn this way.

Concerning smut in spring wheat the fol- 
lowing reports have been received by Tux

St. Cloud, Minn.—There is no smut in this part 
of the State. Wheatis in good condition and 
will yield well. 

Fergus Falls, Minn.—Repdrts of damage to 
wheat in this section by smut is not yet sufficient 
to cause alarm for the safety of the generat crop. 
Smut is reported in a few localities; but in these 
it is not serious. In North Dakota, fifty miles 
from here, smutis reported to be doing great 
damage in isolated localities, but itis believed 
the damage is exaggerated. 

Grand Forks, N. D.—There are some few avho 
at first insisted smut had appeared in scme 
wheat fields in this vicinity. here are some 
others, experienced and reliable, who have spent 
the last few days among several wheat fields in 
this and adjoining counties rorth and west who 
state positively that while they fotind plenty of 
good wheat they could not find any smut‘ except 
in the western part where wheat is grown on 
sandy soil, and where for years there has been 
some smut. more or less. Some farmers say their 
oats are affected with it, but do not find any in 
their wheat. 

Fargo, N. D.—The damage is great to wheat by 
emut and rustin the northwestern Counties of 
Grand Forks, Pembina, and Walsh. and much un- 
easiness is felt. Inthe lower Red River Valley 
the Hessian fly has made its appearance, and 
there is a good deai of apprehension felt.

LITTLE CHANGE IN WOOL MARKET. 


No Marked Activity in any Direction Shown 
Since a Week Ago. 


BOSTON, Mass., July 24.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter will say tomorrow of the 
Wool traffic: 

In many respects the general character of the 
wool market has been much thé same as that of 
last week, no remarkable activity being noticed 
in any direction, although a fair aggregate. busi- 
ness has been consummated. As a rule the imme- 
diately available supplies of the various wools 
are still somewhat limited. But taking the col- 
lective business transactions of New York, Bosa- 
ton, and othere into consideration, the market*is 
strong and steady and current prices are well 
maintained. It is quite noticeable that while sales 
have aggregated a large figure individual pur- 
chases have been for small lots. There is a gen- 
eral realigation of the fact that wool is very 
cheap, after figuring the utmost advance obtafmed 
since May. a comparison of this week’s prices-with 
those of 18938 will settle this beyond cavil. Terrt- 
tories have asserted their value as being indispen- 
sable in the structure of the average finished arti- 
cle and movements of this kind of stock have been 
very targe. The request for foreign wools has 
been well sustained, full prices being asked and ob- 
tained. The sales in New York, Boston, and Phil- 
adeiphia amount to a total of 10,301,250 Ibs, 
against 9,034,100 for the corresponding period of 
1594. The total sales in Boston of the week 
amount to 6,583,850 Ibs. There is a good margin 
for advance in any grade of wool handled in this 
market. The trade as a rule is hopeful and confi- 
dent. Stock has changed hands at current prices.

Roads not allied 
with the regular traffic associations it is pro- 
posed to bring under the workings of this 
plan, with the hope of making business prof- 
itable on lung hauls where there has been 
more or less joss, An arrangement like the 
one outlined, it is claimed, will be far more 
efficient in securing a stricter maintenance of 
agreed rates than either a tonnage or money 
pool and a much greater saving in expenses.

IT WILL BE A GREAT CROP, 


Western States Promise to Break the Rec- 
ord in Corn. 

Prospects for an enormous crop of corn 
and other products throughout tne West and 
Northwest have never been more promising, 
and railroad officials look forward to a larger 
business this fali than they have been doing 
for years. The flattering prospect is not con- 
fined to any one State or locality, but extends 
over Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Téxus, 
Nebraska, and other States. There have been 
reports of damage to the crops in Kansas 
from hot winds, but so far as can be learned 
the loss from this source thus far is nothing. 
The corn isso far advancedand conditions 
are so favorable that even if the winds should 
begin to blow they could do littleharm. It is 
claimed Kansas alone will raise between 
875.000.0000 and 400,000,000 bushels of 
corn this year. A prominent and experienced 
railroad official just returned from a trip 
through Kansas and other Southwestern 
States says: . 

If my memory serves me right Kansas in 1889 
raised about 240,000,000 bushels of corn. Tiat 
crop crushed all previous records and hes not 
been beaten since. With a moderate rainfall 
from now on Kansas Will put out 875,000,00 
bushels this year and with acontinuation of 
weather the State probably will raise 400,000,-

to 14, inclusive, the largest and most success- 
_ ful gathering of the kind ever held. The 
membership of the organization numbers 
.145,000 women, 8,500 of whom are patriotic 
daughters of Illinois. The women who will 
officially represent Chicago at this convention 
are: Mrs. Wallace, National President; 
Migs Jennie Bross, National Secretary; Mrs. 
Mary Péck Field, Mrs. Maria Ciuett, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Means, Mrs. Sophia Linscoit, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Moss. Besides there will be hun- 
dreds and hundreds of women who will at- 
tend from this city and State. 

Though Chicago has had the natienal head- 
quarters the last year it will, according to the 
rotary rule of the organization, pass into the 
keeping of another State next year. This an- 
nual change does not hinder the work, as one 
might suppose, inasmuch as it consists main- 
ly in sending out official orders. The proba- 
ble President of the comimg year, Mrs. Wal- 
lace eays, is Mrs. Elizabeth Turner of Boston. 
In the event of her election the headquarters 
will go to Massachusetts. 

One not conversant with the work of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps is apt to regard it 
merely as a medium for social intercourse of 
the daughters of Union soldiers. Its scope is 
far greater, being one of the largest organiza- 
tions of women devoted to charity. In fact, 
it recognizes only one rival, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, whose metm- 
bership last year exceeded that of the Wom- 
an’s Relief Corps by only 6,000 members. 

The first great object of the organization is 
to aid the Grand Army of the Republic to 

rpetuate the memory of their heroic dead. 

second clause says; 

To assist such Union veterans as need our 
help and protection and to extend needful aid to 
their widows and orphans. 

Thus in the beginning a great charity work 
was inaugurated, $1,188,500 having been 
expended during the eleven years of its ex- 
istence. This sum has been used in the en- 
dowment and support of a National Relief 
Corps Home at Madison, O., for the wives 
and mothers of soldiers and dependent army 
nurses; the founding of the Memorial Home 
in Pennsyivania; the founding of homes in 
Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsic. and California; 
the building of monumeats; and thousands 
of private philanthropies for’ unfortunate 
soldiers, their widows, and orphans. In 
uddition the Woman’s Relief Corps has se- 
cured legislation for the founding of a home 
in New York, the establishing of industrial 
training for girls at the Ohio Orphans’ Home, 
and the securing of government aid to desti- 
tu.e army nurses. 

Another grand movement which originated 
with the Womaan’s Relief Corps is expressed 
in the motte:- **One country, one language, 
oue flag.’ These women made it possible. 
for the flag to float from every school-house ° 
in the country and also introduced patriotic 
teaching in the school-room., : 

As National President Mrs. Wallace has re- 
~ @eived many tokens from old soldiers inter- 
ested in this great woman's work. Yesterday 
an unique inkstand arrived from a comrade 
in Massachusetts, the base being of wood 
from Culp’s Hill, while pieces of bayonet and 
sheli, as well as Union and Confederate but- 
tons and bullets, form the ornamentation.

The Governing éommittée of the’ Iowa Alliance 
met yesterday in the rooms of Local Board Com- 
mission No. 2and for the first time all the mem- 
bers of the committee were present. H. C. Eddy, 
Manager of the Western department of the Com- 
mercial Union and Chairman of the committee, 
presided. The other members were: R. J. Smith. 
Secretary of the Traders’ of Chicago; Eugene Har- 
beck, Manager of the Western department of the 
Phenix of Brooklyn; J. J. McDonald, Manager of 
the Western department of the Continental of New 
York: William Trembor, Secretary of the German 
of Freeport; C. Wolloeger of Milwaukee ; and J. H. 
Smith, Col. Clark, and Adam Howell, representing 
Iowa State companies. David Beveridge, who is 
the Manager of the Rating Bureau of the alliance, 
made a report which lasted through a good portion 
of the day. He reported since his connection with 
the bureau 184 towns had been rated under his 
supervision. Of these many had not been before 
rated. He had been instrumental in organizing 
local boards for the regulation of underwriting in 
thirty-four towns where these had not existed 
before. 

On invitation of the Governing committee a dele- 
gation from the Iowa Field club was present to 
make report upon the working of the alliance in 
the field. The club was represented by Secretary 
Crosley, special agent of the Lancashire, and by 
Special Agent Fracker of the Springfield, Special 
Agent Page of the Home, and Special Agent 
Wayne of the Imperial. The reports from the 
field men were to the effect that the work of the 
alliance had proven satisfactory, though there 
were reports of violations of a minor character. 
Some of these reports were regarding the action 
of agents for the German of Freeport, who, it was 
said, had not been maintaining rates in accordance 
with the agreements. Secretary Trembor of that 
company, whois a member of the Governing com- 
mittee, said he would see to it that in future there 
should be no complaint regarding the acts of the 
agents of his company. There were a few other 
reported violations, though there was some doubt 
as to whether the agents had really violated the 
rules of the alliance or if these reports were due to 
local jealousies. 

Mr. Beveridge reported that for the maintenance 
of the bureau for the next six months the expense 
would be practically the same as for the first six 
months. An assessment of 6-10 of 1 per cent had 
been made‘ for the expense of the bureau for the 
first six months and the committee decided to 
make a further assessment of 4-10 of 1 per cent, 
making a total of 1 per cent of the gross premiums 
of all companies in the alliance for maintaining 
the bureau during the year. The committee a:l- 
journed late in the afternoon to meet again today, 
when Mr. Beveridge will explain at length bie 
plans for the work of rating durirg the last half 
of the State. For convenience the towns of the 
State have been divided into four classes—first, 
second, third, and fourth. The first and sec nd 
classess are the larger towns having fire protec- 
tion, and these have not yet been rated. It ic the 
intention to carry on the work as rapidly as possi- 
ble until all towns in lowa have been rated. From 
the reports made at the committee meeting yes- 
terday the members are satisfied the alliance bas 
done*rood work in putting an end to the demoragl- 
izing practice of some of the companies. Previous 
to the formation of the alliance companies were 
writing at any sort of figure and paying com- 
missions running as high as 40 per cent on the 
business secured. Under the terms of the agree- 
ment made when the alliance was formed commis- 
sions are restricted to 15 per cent on all classes 
of business. 

Auditor C. J. McCarthy of Iowa, in the twenty- 
sixth annual report of the Insurance Department 
which he has just issued referg to the work of the 
Iowa Alliance, pays his respects to the Lloyds, 
and makes the following suggestions for legisla- 


tion: 


‘* The State has recently been rerated, and while 
I am not familiar with the rating, as that jis not 
part of the duties of my office, I am led to believe, 
from the information obtained, that the rating has 
established a more equitable payment of premiums 
as between different cities, towns, and villages. 

‘*‘l would refer to my comments in the last insur- 
ance report regarding the so-called ‘Lioyds’ in- 
surahce companies. I am still of the opinion 
therein expressed—that these associations are 
amenable, to the insurance laws of this State, 
and a person doing or attempting to do busi- 
ness in Iowa for such associations or companies 
should be prosecuted. 

“IT believe that the next Legislature will give 
careful consideration to the enactment of a law 
providing for a standard form of fire insurance 
policy. Many of the States have such a law, and 
in every one of them the use of the standard 
form of policy has proved advantageous both to 
the insured and the insurers.’’ 

* * 

President F. C. Moore of the Continental, now 
in Europe, is having quite an experience in fires 
and fire-fighting. In Milan he had an experience 
in seeing the firemen fight fire in a cathedral and 
following that he had a fire in his hotel in Ge- 
neva. In writing to the Chicago managers of the 
Continental Mr. Moore has the following to say 
about the fire in his hoteP: 

“We had another sensation in the shape of an- 
other fire, this time in the Hotel Metropole, in 
which we were stopping. Last evening about 6 
o'clock, just as we were sitting down to dinner, 
the roof of the hotel was discovered to be on fire. 
A crowd quickly filled the streets and the firemen 
and police promptly formed a line with ropes and 
proceeded very methodically to extinguish the 
fire—a task in which they were greatly assisted 
by the fire-resisting construction of the building. 
I make it a rule always to examine a hotel upon 
engaging a room, with reference to its construc- 
tion and facilities, in the shape of staircases, etc., 
for escape. In this instance I was so well assured 
as to both that I proceeded very leisurely to pack 
trunke, etc., for departure. Mrs. Moore was as 
cool as a fireman on a fire-escape;: indeed, I think 
her calmness equaled that of the man at the 
hydrant. We saved everything, even to soap and 
tooth brushes, although the skylight glass was 
coming down the well and elevator shafts in 
showers when we finally departed. My faith in 
the building was justified, however, by the fact 
that the roof alone was destroyed, and my bag- 
gage would have been safe if I had left it in the 
room.

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


The whisky trust litigation is nearing its end in 
the United States Circuit Court. Yesterday noon 
Judge Showalter entered a final decree in the main 
suit. The decree recapitulates the allegations of 
insolvency set forth in the original Olmstead bill, 
under which a receiver was appointed; sets out 
the inability of Graves & Co. to collect its judg- 
ment of $2,500 against the trust; and alleges the 
abandonment of the trusteeship by the Old Board 
of Directors, which was the main charge in the 
Bayer bill, whereby a number of friendly stock- 
holders took Olmstead’s place as complainants, 
The court is ‘advised as to the action of the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois voiding the charter of the 
Distilling ard Cattle Feeding company and as- 
serts the effect to pe a virtual winding yp of the 
trust.. The decree then reaffirms all of the acts 
of the court in the litigation, and concludes by 
formally charging the receiver to proceed to the 
winding up of the affairs of the company. He isto 
convert into cash from time to time the balance of 
the property not included in the sale to take place 
Aug. 14, as the court shall from time to time di- 
rect. In order to ascertain who are the stockhold- 
ers and their respective interests in the company 
reference is made to Master in Chancery Booth 
to take proof of the claims of the stockholders 
and report the amount each and all hold by Sept. 
1. This reference is made in order to properly dis- 
tribute the proceeds of the sale at the final report 
of the receiver. 

The Reorganization committee holds 147,000 shares 
of the stock which are pledged to the new com- 
pany. Greenhut and Lindsay hold 1,600 shares 
more, and there are about 1,400 more shares 
either lost or the owners unknown to the Reorgan- 
ization committee. 

With the sale of the active plants Aug. 14 Gen. 
McNulta can rapidly proceed to the winding up 
of the affairs of the receivership and convert the 
personal assets into cash. 

The decree makes it possible to wind up the con- 
cern by Oct. 1, if not earlier. Undey the order of 
sale of the active properties it is stipujated that the 
Reorganization committee shall prosecute the suit 
against Greenhut on account of the alleged $1,000, - 
0OU fraudulent issue of bonds. The_terms of that 
decree also holds the Reorganization committee 
to the action of the court in the Morris suit for 
damages in the slop-feeding contract. There is 
therefore nothing apparently in the way of an 
early dismissal of the’receivership. 

As all the eounsel for complainants and de- 
fendants in the whisky trust litigation are friend- 
ly to the Reorganization committee there was no 
contest to the granting of the decree. The refusal 
of the court to nhu © be- 
come parties complainant or defendant gave the 
Reorganization committee a free field in hastening 
to a conclusion the receivership.

The court in a lengthy opin- 
ion directed President W. C. D. Grannis of the At- 
las National Bank to turn over to the executors of 
J. M. Bailey. Jr. 111 shares of Hiawatha Bank 
stocks, Minneapolis, Minn. Four years ago Bailey 
contracted with Broker W. I. Quintard to deliver 
to him certain bonds of the State of South Dakota 
which were about being issued in redemption of 
funding warrants. Quintard and Bailey were te 
make a $12,000 deposit with Mr. Grannis to bind 
the contract. Bailey put up the bank stock in lieu 
of cash. The bonds were issued by the State, but 
the interest on the bonds was placed at 3% per cent 
instead of 4 per cent, as expected by Quintard, 
who declined to permit Mr. Grannis to return the 
bank stock, claiming consideration for the differ- 
ence in the interest. Judge Showalter held that 
the contract did not stipulate any interest, and 
therefore Bailey's bank stock should be delivered 
to the executors.

Chicagoans Talk on Revenue. 


In the House Mr. Klein introduced a bill 
to protect public revenue. The bill provides 
that “ every officer or other person charged 
by any actof the Legislature with the safe- 
keeping of public moneys who fails safely to 
keep the same without loaning, using, con- 
verting to his own use, depositing in banks, 
or exchanging for other funds than specially 
allowed by law shall be guilty of embezzle- 
ment of the moneys so loaned, used, con- 
verted, deposited, or exchanged and shall on 
conviction be imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than ten years in the peni- 
tentiary and be fined in a sum equal to the 
amount of money so embezzled and shall 
stand committed until the fine is paid. 

The consideration of the revenue bill of Mr. 
White of Whiteside, which was commenced 
yesterday, was resumed. Mr. Bailey _moved 
that ex-J udge Hurd, John S. Miller, and Dun- 
lap Smith of Chicago be invited to address 
the Committee of the Whole on the subject. 
There were some murmurs of objection, but 
they were given a hearing. Ex-Judge Hurd 
was the first speaker. He explained the pro- 
visions of the Jones bill, which had been ot- 
fered as an amendment to the pending meas- 
ure, at great length, and said: 

These amendments provide for the valuation of 
real estate once ia four years and of personalty 
every year and the correction of the real estate 
values every year, so that if there is any change 
in the value of any piece of real estate, by the 
addition of improvements, as by fire or by tor- 
nado, or otherwise, that change will be made ac- 
cordingly in the valuation. It is also proposed 
to provide for a County Supervisor of Assess- 
ments.* YOu know that in counties not under 
township organization the Treasurer is County 
Assessor. He appoints Deputy ‘Assessors 
and they make the assessments. In 
counties under township organization there are 
Town Assessors, and we have no county super- 
vision over these Town Assessors. The change 
made by the proposed amendments provides for 
county supervision in counties under township 
organization. Another change that is proposed 
isa horizontal limitataon. It is proposed that 
the rates be reduced to one-fifth of what they now 
are. Of course this figure is offered to you only 
by way of suggestion. We propose to reduce the 
limit of dew making in the same proportion— 

t is. to make it 1 per cent instead of 5 per 
cent. Itis a great fault in our system that every 
Town Assessor iga law unto himself. He has no 
rule by which he considers himself bound. The 
great trouble is that the people of this State will 
not allow their Assessors to assess at the rate 
which is fixed in the law. They will not allow it, 
and I think I am justified in saying that you may 
pass any bill you please, you may provide any 
penalties you please, and unless you so change 
the rates of taxation and the rats of debt- 
making as to protect the people they will 
not enforce the law that you pass. Trea- 
son with the people will not allow the 
Assessors to assess property at full value now. 
If they did the municipalities would run them in 
debt to such an extent as would ruin them. For 
instance, in the City of Chicago, under the Con- 
stitution and the present valuing, the debt- 
making power is about $13,000,000. If the 

roperty of the City of Chicago were assessed at 
Fall valve the debt-making power of the Council 
of Chicago would be carried up to $72,000,000. 
Do you think the people of Chicago are going to 
allow that? . We ask sumething more in this bill 
and that is with reference to equalization of our 
assessments. Under «the present system the 
Assessor fixes his own standard and'we iave no 
rolief. We have only five days to appear before 
the Town Board of Auditors and get our assess- 
ments corrected and that you kuow is altogether 
insufficient. We ough®to have more time and 
this bill will give it. 

Continuing, ex-Judge Hurd said that as for 
himself he represented the Civic Federation. 
He was questioned on a number of points by 
mem bers. 


Talks by Miller and Smith. 


John S. Miller was the next speaker. He 
said that he and Mr. Hurd represented more 

rticularly the Civic, Federation, and that 

r. Smith represented the Chicago Real Es- 
tate Board. Mr. Miller favored a complete 
revision of the revenue, but as it was under- 
stood to be impracticable at this time he 
thought some amendment to the present law 
ought to be adopted to give as much relief as 
possible. The two great evils of the revenue 
system, he said, were that property escapes 
taxation and it was unequally assessed. The 
White bill and the amendments proposed 
would have a powerful tendency to correct 
both of these evils. He thought an assess- 
ment once in four years would mean far 
greater equality in assessinents. 

Dunlap Smith, President of the Chicago 
a Estate Board, spoke at some length upon 

e evils that at present existed in the admin- 
istration of the revenue laws and of the neces- 
sity for a thorough revision if anything like a 
just and equal tax was to be levied from the 

roperty in the State. He pointed out that 
wever corrupt and dishonest might be the 
actions of the Assessors the present evils were 
not wholly attributable to this cause, but 
that the present law hud grave defects. 
which, if remedied, would go far 
to remedy the present unfair and 
unequal system + of taxation. He 
assured his hearers that no people 
better realized existing evils than did those 
of Cook County and Chicago, and he added 
that nobody was more anxious to have this 
remedied. . He advocated the plan of reducing 
the rate of taxation to one-fifth as the best 
means to prevent extortionate taxation in cer- 
tain cases. : 

At the conclusion of Mr. Smith’s address 
Mr. Needles moved further consideration of 
the revenue bill be postponed until tomorrow, 
as there were no printed copies of the amend- 
ments offered. This, with the motion of Mr. 
Crafts that the committee do arise, was not 
entertained. Mr, McKinzie, ina fiery speech, 
denounced what he termed the dillydallying 
ot the House, and advocated going on with 
the amendments a@ntil they were finished or 
else taking a sine die adjournment and return- 
inghome, The discussion was then resumed.

THEIR KIND OF TOWN, 


SOME OHIOAGO ALDERMEN LOOK 
LONGINGLY TO PHILADELPHIA. 


Story of Half a Million Dollars Annually 
Spent for Boodle and “Incidentals” 
Makes Them Wish to Live There=Local 
Street Railroad Magnates Assert They 
Never Pay Out Any Money to City 
FatherseThey Say “ Economics” May 
Mean Much in Mr. Sullivan’s Statement. 


Some Chicago Aldermen showed symptoms 
of uneasiness yesterday after reading the dis- 
patches from Philadelphia containing the 
statement of President J. J. Sullivan of the 
Electric Traction company of that city that 
it cost $500,000 a year to keep “right” with 
the Quaker City Board of Aldermen. In- 
quiries were numerous as to whether long 
residence was necessary in the City of Broth- 
erly Love before one might stand for office. 
The sum named as the output for a single year 
was a staggerer even for those who by com- 
mon report are able to get in touch with all 
the “ good things’ that find their way in the 
shape of franchises and privileges into the 
Council Chamber of Chicago. 

With the street railroad officials the case 
was different. They were not uneasy in. the 
least, Perhaps they saw in the Philadelphia 
action looking to combination some relief in 
the future from the “tapping” methods of 
the past’ At any rate they were a little in- 
clined to make merry over the situation in 
Philadelphia, while they ove and all declared 
that they never paid any money to Chicago 
Aldermen, and they were certain such metb- 
ods of getting ordinances through did not 
obtain here. 

‘‘T am an agnostic on. the subject of how 
many dollars, if any, the Chicago City Coun- 
cil makes in a year out of the surface and 
elevated roads for favors extended,” said R. 
E. Jenkins, the President of the Metropolitan 
West Side Elevated road, yesterday. ‘* That 
statement from Philadelphia is a rather 
startling one. but I have no doubt that Mr. 
Sullivan tells the truth. He does not directly 
say, howevor, that the entire $500,000 goes 
to the Council. He says ‘this item with 
other economies along similar lines’ will 
mean a saving tu them of $500,000. 


Reads the Reporter’s Thoughts. 


‘‘ Now, you are wishing that you knew just 
how to ask me delicately how much the Coun- 
cil costs the competing strect railroads in 
Chicago each year. Weil, lam sure I never 
gave the Council a cent. Competition, of 
course, it might be supposed, would lead to 
bidding for favors, but I think you will find 
it hard work to discover that the rival roads 
in Chicago have ever done anything of the 
kind.” 

* There isn’t the least’doubt, Mr. Jenkins, 
about its being a hard thing to discover, but 
do the roads pay the Council money for priv- 
ileges, and if so, how much a year?”’ 

“They don’t do anything of that kind in 
Chicago,”’ said President Jenkins, and then 
he laughed a bit and went back to his work. 

Lawrence E. McGann, President of the 
Chicago General Street railroad company, 
said ; 

‘*T never have been in a position to make 
estimates of the price of tegislation, and I 
cannot tell whether the Philadelphia figures 
are high or low. In my capacity as Presi- 
dent of a street railroad | have tried when 
seeking extensions of the lines t& deal with 
the public aione. If the people want the line 
it seems to me that should be reason enough 
for the granting of the franchise. At no time 
since I have béen interested in this corpora- 
tion have | put myself in a position where 
such An estimate of the cost of favors at the 
hands of the Council might be necessary, but 
necessary or not[ would never have made 
such an estimate. I never considered sucha 
thing ar essential element of my business.” 

Then Mr. MeGann without one word of 
comment told of three ordinances which are 
now pending before the Council. One iw for 
an extension of the General Electric road 
line west on Twenty-fifth street to Crawford, 
Another is for a similar extension on T'wenty- 
eighth street, while the third asks for an ex~ 
tension of the line from Forty-second - street 
south to Thirtv-first street. These ordinances 
were introduced in the Council four 
months ago. Their iatroduction followed 
closely on the heels of the smashing 
of one of thecars of the Genera] Electric 
Street railroad company by employés of the 
Chicago City railway company at a point 
just east of the Twenty-second street bridge. 

The ordinances were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys West and were 
reported favorably. The Council sent them 
back to the committee, the first time because 
there was a proviso in one of them giving the 
company the right to a joint use of the City 
railway company’s track on East Twenty- 
second street. This was stricken out and the 
ordinances were once more sent back ap- 
proved. They were returned this time with 
no reason assigned. 

Mr. McGann would notallow for a mo. 
ment that there was any significance’ iu the 
action of the Council and would not say yes 
when asked if he thought the Council was 
waiting for anything or had received anything 
from other sources. 


Louderback Doesn’t Know. 


“Tam not in a position to express an opin- 
ion about Mr. Sullivan’s statement or about 
the price of Philadelphia Aldermen,” said 
D. H.Louderback,President of the Lake Street 
and tne Northwestern Elevated roads, the 
North Shore, and three or four other elec- 
tric surface roads. ‘* Philadelphia is a thou- 
sand miles from here, and the relatidns be- 
tween roads there and the Council in no way 
affects the relations here. I know absolutely 
nothing that would go to show that any sum 
of money is expended by the railroads here to 
keep the Council feeling ‘right.’ I do know, 
however, that when roads consolidate their 
interests there is a vast saving of expense, and 
the chances are that Mr. Sullivan, undér the 
head of ‘other economies,’ piaced a much 
larger part of the $500,000 there than he 
did under the head of Council bribery. 
By consolidation the Lake Street Elevated road 
made a saving of thousands of dollars. 
Consolidation does away with :nany officials, 
and then the burden of salary-paying is 
shared, a fact which 1n itself produces a Jarge 
eaving. I do not wish to be quoted touching 
the question as to whether there is any truth 
in the rumor that Chicago lines may be con- 
solidated. [am not ina position to know.” 

When Ald. John Coughlin of the First Ward 
heard that it cost Philadelphia street railroads 
$500,000 a year to get along comfortably 
with the Common Council he was standing 
behind his bar, which had just received a new 
burnishing to counteract the effects of the 
grand opening. 

‘“* They come high down in that town,” said 
Mr. Coughlin as he turned to his new cash 
register and began u tattoo on itin apparent 
effort to figure out shares in a half million, 
* Five hundred thousand dollars,”’ he contin- 
ued, “it’s too big; it will burst the ma- 
chine.” Then he added slowly: “It would 
burst any kind ofa machine,” and turning 
from the register the honorable John fell con- 
tem platively to mixing a cocktail. 

Ald. Mann said the street railroads of Chi- 
cago, barring Mr. McGann’s lines, were not 
competitors for the same privileges and zon- 
sequently they could not come before the 
Council as rival bidders, 

Frank Lawler said he was sick of hearing 
stories of bribery. “The way to kili 
bribery,”’ said the Alderman, “ and all talk of 
bribery is to pay the Aldermen $5,000 a year 
for their services and make them devote the 
whole of their time to the service of the city,”’

Certain Aldermen have been accused by the 
local papers to be owned bodily by the com- 
pany, but no tangible evidence has ever been 
produced, A: paid lobbyist of the company 
atterids every committee meeting and every 
meeting of the Council. Those who are best 
acquainted with the members of the Council 
end its inside workings say money is used 
but that Milwaukee Aldermen are a cheap 
lot, and no one who wants to control them 
has to pay much for the advantage. The 
officers of the street railway company laughed 
at. the idea of their paying anything for the 
Coupcil. General 4AManager Wyman said: 
‘So "far as I know no corporation has ever 
paid a Milwaukee Alderman anything for 
his vote or influence. The Milwaukee street 
railway does not contro! the Council.” 

Cleveland, O., July 24.—{Special.}]—Supt. 
Mulhearn if the Little consolidated and Sec- 
retary Davis of the Big consolidated roads 
this evening denied that their companies 
had ever spent a cent to influence the City 
Council. Both of them say they had never 
controlled any Council by the use of money 
or had ever spent any money on them. 


MORE TESTIMONY FOR DR. HEARNE. 


His Daughter Virginia Tries to Establish 
an Alibi for Him. 

Hannibal, Mo., July 24.—[Special. ]}—The 
taking of depositions in the case of Dr. 
Hearne against a San Francisco newspaper was 
concluded in this city today. Dr. Hearne 
had the depositions of about twenty-five per- 
sons taken in Hannibal, but those of his 
daughter, Miss Virginia Hearne, and of Col. 
R. E. Anderson were the most important. 

Virginia Hearne said: My name is Vir- 
ginia Hearne. I am a daughter of Dr., Hearne 
and I live in San Diego, Cal. At the time of 
the Stillwell murder I lived in Hanniba! with 
my father. Idonot remember the date of 
the murder, but 1 was at the Munger party. 
I left the card party at 12 o’clock, as some 
one remarked that we were danc on Sun- 
duy. Lyman Munger took me home. My 
father was among the number that left be. 
fore the dance. went direct home and my 
father met me at the door of our home. 
It must have been 12:30 when we 
arrived there. After going in the house 
my father unbutton my dress, which was 
buttoned in the back. When I went to sleep 
my father was still in the room talking to my 
grandmother. It seemed quite a long time 
after I went to bed until I went to sleep. My 
grandmother said papa was in the room quite 
a while, My smiiediien heard some one 
call him when the alarm of murder was 
given. Grandma had not been asleep. He 
wert in told grandma Mr. Stillwell 
had been killéd and he was going down there. 
I was asleep when my father left the room 
and saw him no more that night. 

Mrs, W. T. Perkins, Dr. Hearne’s first 
wife’s sister, said her mother had told her she 
could go before anybody and swear Dr. 
Hearne was not out of the house that night 
after he returned from the party. 

Col. R. E, Anderson, who was Prosecuting 
Attorney | at time of the murder and a 
brother ‘the same lodge with Dr. 
Hearne, said: * The belief expressed by Mr. 
Stillwell that I had knowledgeof any intrigue 
on the part of Dr. Hearne or Mrs. Hearne, or 
desire on their.part to put Mr. Stillwell out of 
the way, is infamously false.”’ :

2#xport ship- 
ments from Minneapolis were 41,960 barrels, 
against 35,050 week before, 34,000 in 1894, and 
58,850 in 1893. 

Minnesota and the two Dako- 
tas now is conservatively estimated at 130,000,000 
bushels. The fced market was still excellent. 
shorts and middlings being very scarce and 25 
cente higher.
